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GERMANS  DRIVEN  FURTHER 
ALONG  VALLEY  OF  ANCRE 

British  Troops  Advance  Their  Line  Average  of 
Quarter  Mile  on  Front  of  Nearly  Five  Miles  East 
of  Gommecourt — Heavy  Enemy  Counter-At- 
tacks on  East  Side  Repulsed. 


LONDON,  March  3— Against  stubborn 
German  resistance  the  British  troops 
today  advanced  their  line  north  of  the 
Ancre  in  France,  an  average  of  a 
quarter  of  a  mile  on  a  front  of  nearly 
five  miles,  says  the  British  statement 
Issued  tonight.  The  British  advance 
vu  raada  north  of  i  Pulsieux-au>Mont 
and  eaat  of  Gommecourt.  The  state- 
ment follows: 

"During  the  day  our  troops  made 
further  progress  north  of  Puialeux-au- 
Mont  and  east  of  Gommecourt,  and  our 
I  ins  has  been  advanced  an  average  dis- 
tance of  a  quarter  of  a  mile  on  a 
front  of  nearly  Ave  miles.  The  enemy 
Offered  stubborn  resistance. 

'  "A  local  German  counter-attack  made 
against  our  advanced  positions  east  of 
Gueudecourt  last  night  was  stopped 
by  our  artillery  barrage  and  rifle  fire. 
An  enemy  bombing  uttack  forced  our 
troops  to  evacuate  a  trench  east  of 
6a!lly-&ailUsel  this  morning.  An  imme- 
diate counter-attack  was  organised, 
which    regained   the   whole   of   the   lost 


ground, 

"The  enemy  rushed  two  of  our  posts 
last  night  northwest  of  Roye,  a  few 
men  are  missing.  Another  strong 
enemy  patrol  that  attempted  to  enter 
our  lines  east  of  La  Bassee  this  morn* 
Ing  was  stopped  by  our  rifle  Are. 

"Successful      trench     reconnaissances 
were  carried  out  by  our  airplanes.     One 
Of  our  machines  is  missing."

Violent  actions  at  Hill  1,050 
carried  out  by  the  Italian  troops  re- 
sulted In  the  shattering  of  enemy 
trenches  and  the  bringing  back  of 
prisoners.  Enemy  counter  attacks  were 
repulsed    with    serious    losses. 

"There  has  been  a'  heavy  snowfall 
from  the  Vsrdar  as  far  as  Lake  Pres- 
ba.  From  February  27  the  aviators 
have  been  very  active."

Only  The  Berliner  Tageblatt  and  The 
ILokal  Anseiger  venture  to  comment  on 
It.  The  Anseiger  alone  supplements  the 
official  explanation  with  details  from 
dispatches  received  from  the  United 
States. 

In  its  comment,  The  Anseiger  pic- 
tures the  measure  as  a  patriotic  and 
proper  step  of  the  Government,  and 
Isys  stress  rather  on  the  American  than 
the  German  end  o4  the  story,  which  It 
treats  as  a  manoeuvre  by  President 
Wilson  to  force  the  armament  measure 
through  Congress.

"The  Spanish  Ambassador  states 
further  that  the  Minister  of  Foreign 
Affairs  of  Germany  greatly  regrets 
the  delay  and  has  requested  that  a 
Spanish  physician  be  sent  to  testify 
as  to  the  truth  of  the  foregalng.

WASHINGTON,  March  3.— President

He  will  take 
the  oath  upon  the  same  Bible  he  used 
when  sworn  in  as  Governor  of  New 
Jersey,  and  later  when  he  took  his 
first  oath  as  president.  It  is  a  family 
heirloom. 

On  Monday  the  president  will  take 
another  oath  at  the  open  air  inaugural 
ceremonies  at  the  capltol,  just  before 
he  delivers  his  inaugural  address.  There 
was  ample  precedent  In  law  for  the 
President  to'  take  no  oath  at  all  until 
Monday,  but  he  elected  to  take  it  to- 
morrow. Vice-President  Marshall  prob- 
ably will  do  the  same  thing,  anfj  repeat 
his  part  of  the  ceremony  In  the  Seriate 
Chamber  on  Monday. 

Tonight  the  national  capital,  just 
emerge?  from  nearly  a  week  of  rain  and 
snow,  is  re-arranging  the  rumpled  con- 
ditions in  which  a  fair  city  finds  Itself 
after  being  all  «li  cased  J|P»  rained  on 
first  and  then  covered  under  a  glaze.

ON  RUSSIAN  FRONT 

Petrograd  Xeporte  Bepulse  of  Attack  la. 

Oallcla  and  Berlin  Claims  toe- 

cess  la  Volhynia 

PETROGRAD,  March  3.  —  German 
forces  yesterday  stormed  Russian  first 
line  trenches  in  th  eregion  of  Slavontln, 
In  Uallcla,  says  a  report  Issued  today  by 
the  War  Ofllce,  but  later  were  evicted  by 
a  counter-attack  made  by  Russian  re- 
sets cs. 

BlERLINj  March  3. — An  extensive  raid 
on  Russian  trenches  In  the  sector  of, 
Lutsk,  in  Volhynia,  was  curried  out  by 
German  troops  yesterday,  army  head- 
quarters said  today.  Tho  Russian  posi- 
tion was  penetrated  on  a  front  of  more 
than  a  mile  and  a  half  to  a  depth  of 
nearly  u  mile.  The  Germans  destroyed 
the  Russian  dugouts  and  returned  with 
111  prisoners  and  four  machine  guns. 


Fatuous  Talk  of  von  Beth- 
mann-Hollweg  About  Inde- 
pendence of  Flanders— Kind 
Assistance  of  Germany. 


LONDON,  March  3. — The  aid  of 
Germany  In  establishing  the  indepen- 
dence of  Flanders  was  promised  by  Dr. 
von  Bethmann-Hollweg,  the  German 
Imperial  Chancellor,  to  a  deputation 
representing  the  activist  Flemish 
party  which  visited  him,  according  to 
a  dispatch  from  Berlin  .received  in 
Amsterdam  and  transmitted  by  Reu- 
ter's. 

The  independence  of  Flanders  wcild 
be  on  the  basis  of  Flemish  language 
and  civilization.  The  chancellor  Is 
aaid  to  have  told  the  deputation  that 
the  mov.-ni.ft  had  the  approval  of  the 
German    Emperor. 

"Measures  are  under  way,"  Dr.  von 
Bethmann-Hollwegg  Is  reported  to 
have  added,  'which  aim  at  giving  the 
Flemish  nation  the  opportunity  hl<«*>r- 
to  denied — free  cultural  and  economic 
development — thereby  laying  the  foun- 
dation of  the  Independence  which  It 
hopes  to  gain,  but  which  It  can  hardly 
attain  by  its  own '  strength.  The  unit- 
ed efforts  Of  the  German  authorities 
and  the  Flemish  people  will  succeed  In 
attaining  the  desired   results."

LONDON,  March  3. — Hamadan,  an  Im- 
portant Persian  city  half  way  between 
Teherun  and  the  Turkish  border,  has 
been  captured  by  the  Russians,  says  a 
Teheran  dispatch  received  in  Petrograd 
and  transmitted  by  Reuter's.

The  British  Admiralty  announces  that 
in  the  Mesopotamlan  operations  the 
river  gunboats  Tarantula,  Mantis  and 
Moth  passed  the  Turkish  army  while  It 
was  retreating  to  the  westward  of 
Shumran  on  February  26.  The  gun- 
boata  inflicted  heavy  losses,  and  cap- 
tured or  destroyed  four  Turkish  steam- 
ers and  a  number  of  barges  full  of  am- 
munition. The  gunboat  Firefly  was  re- 
captured. 

The  reported  capture  of  Hamadan  by 
the  Russians  may  mean  that  the  Rus- 
sians again  will  attempt  to  <%lvance  in- 
to Mesopotamia  from  Persia  to  aid  the 
British  In  their  advance  on  the  Tigrts 
toward  Baghdad.  Hamadan,  which  is  240 
miles  northeast  of  Baghdad,  has  been 
the  centre  of  much  fighting  between  the 
Russians  and  Turks.  In  April,  1916,  it 
was  occupied  by  the  Turkish  troops, 
but  on  December  17,  1915,  It  was  taken 
by  the  Russians,  who  continued  their 
advance  westward  toward  the  Turkish 
frontier,  later  capturing  Kermanshah 
and.Khanlkin,  on  the  Persian  border  180 
miles  northeast  of  Baghdad. 

Following  the  capture  of  Kut-el- 
Amara  by  the  Turks  in  April,  1916,  the 
Russians  were  forced  to  retreat  from 
the  Persian  border,  and  were  driven 
back  through  Kermanshah  te  Hamadan, 
which  was  evacuated  early  in  August. 
1916.  Since  then  there  has  been  much 
fighting  In  the  Hamadan  region,  and 
Turkish  official  announcements  late  in 
December  and  early  in  January  said 
that  the  Russians  had  been  repulsed  in 
attacks  near  Hamadan.

King  Nicholas  Speaks  of  Piti- 
able Condition  of  His  Coun- 
try— Austria  Bent  on  Ex- 
termination of  Race, 


PARIS,  March  2,  via  London,  March 
2. — King  Nicholas,  of  Montenegro,  lay- 
ing aside  his  rule  against  receiving 
correspondents,  gave  an  Interview  last 
evening.  The  King  had  just  received 
an  appeal,  signed  by  llfty  Montenegrins 
on  tho  American  continent,  asking  how 
their  services  could  be  used  for  their 
country. 

"Let  those  Montenegrins  now  beyond 
the  seas  ever  think,  "King  Nicholas 
dictated  as  a  statement,  "of  their  occu- 
pied country;  let  them  keep  ever  In 
mind  their  families  oppressed  by  the 
Invader;  let  them  realise  that  Monte- 
negro In  affliction  and  In  captivity  ever 
turns  her  eyes  toward  those  who  are 
free,  that  In  the  midst  of  Us  suffering 
their  country  expects  from  them  ma- 
terial and  moral  support — eld  vfrom 
their  purse,  help  from  their  right  arm. 
It  is  a  sacred  duty  for  them  never  to 
forget. 

"I  have  no  doubt,"  said  the  king,  re- 
ferring to  the  appeal,  "that  they  would 
hasten  to  my  side  to  free  their  coun- 
try, lighting  by  the  aide  of  the  Allies, 
were  the  possibility  of  rejoining  me 
open  to  them. 

"As  present  conditions  do  not  allow 
of  such  a  manifestation  of  the  strength 
of  their  patriotism,  I  gladly  entrust  to 
President  Wilsons  high  Judgment," — 
referring  directly  to  Montenegrins  In 
the  United  States — "the  task  of  guiding 
them  in  the  way  most  fitting  In  their 
honor,  and  I  engage  them  to  submit  to 
his  kindly  authority  with  that  deferen- 
tial confidence  _  which  in  our  country 
sons  show   to  the  paternal   yoke" 

The  present  condition  of  Montenegro 
overrun  by  the  Austrlans  Is  "most 
pitiable  and  distressing."  King  Nich- 
olas said.  The  enemy,  he  added,  seeks 
relentlessly  to  consummate  the  destruc- 
tion of  the  valiant  Montenegrin  race. 
A  large  pert  ef  the  population  has  been 
deported  to  Austria,  and  those  remain- 
ing *nd  it  difficult  to  escape  death 
from  hunger.

According  to  the  dally  official 
reports  from  British  general  head- 
quarters and  the  French  Ministry  of 
War,  sj  aeroplanes  were  accounted  for 
in  February,  while  in  January  the 
losses  were  officially  recorded  as  88 
and  in  December  72.  Of  the  89  ma- 
chines, 60  belonged  to  the  Germans. 
British  airmen  claimed  41  of  these  and 
the    French    19. 

The  following  particulars  of  those 
which  fell  are  officially  given:  Klght 
were  destroyed,  27  were  driven  down 
damaged,  3  came  down  In  our  lines,  and 
1  was  brought  down  in  an  air  fight. 
Our  successes  were  largely  in  excess 
of  our  losses.  Last  month  23  British 
machines  were  reported  missing  or 
brought   down. 

The  number  of  Allied  machines  offi- 
cially given  by  the  German  headquar- 
ters as  losses,  partly  in  air  fighting 
and  partly  from  anti-aircraft  fire,  was 
29.  An  interesting  feature  of  the  Ger- 
man communiques  last  month  was  that, 
for  the  first  time  since  Boelke's  death 
In  October,  an  airman  was  singled  out 
for  mention.  The  name  of  this  man 
was  Lieut,  von  Hlchhofen,  who  Is  said 
on  February  16  to  have  achieved  his 
20th  and  21st  victims.  None  of  Rlch- 
hofen's  previous  successes  were  offi- 
cially  mentioned. 

During  last  month  the  French  atr- 
matn  Gpynemer  received  well-deserved 
promotion  to  the  rank  of  captain.  He 
has  30  German  victims  to  his  credit. 
Though  he  did  not  improve  his  position 
In  February,  he  Is  still  ahead  on  the 
list    of    French    airmen. 


"BABY  SUBMARINE" 

Dutch  Steamer  Carrying  Coal  to  Canary 

Island  a  Stopped  By  U-Boat  of 

of  Mow  Type 


NKW  YORK.  March  3.^-Officcs  Of 
the  Dutch  steamship  Domberg,  in  today 
frcm  Penarth,  Wales,  via  tho  Canary 
Islands,  told  of  meeting  what  they 
called  h  "baby"  German  submarine  on 
January  31,  the  day  before  the  Inaugur- 
ation of  unrestricted  warfare. 

"We  left  Penarth  with  coal  for  Las 
Palmas  on  January  30."  said  one  of  the 
ship's  officers.  "The  next  day,  when 
45  miles  southeast  of  the  ttcitly  Islands, 
we  were  stopped  by  a  submarine  firing 
two  shells  across  our  bow.  We  sent  a 
■mall  boat  to  the  submarine  with  our 
papers." 

After  inspecting  the  papers,  the  sub- 
marine commander  returned  them  wlth> 
the  remark: 

"You  were  lucky  to  have  met  us  to- 
day. We  will  let  you  go  this  time,  but 
don't  show  up  around  these  waters 
again." 

The  submarine,  according  to  the 
ship's  officers,  was  unlike  any  they  had 
ever  seen.  It  was  so  small  that  there 
was  hardly  deck  space  upon  which  to 
stand.  They  believe  the  craft  was  a 
n»w  type,  perfected  for  blockade  pur- 
poses.

WASHINGTON.  March  3.— The  hill  to 
empower  President  Wilson  to  establish 
a  policy  of  armed  neutrality  developed 
auch  persistent  opposition  In  the  Sen- 
ate tonight  that  some  of  its  warmest 
supporters  began  to  fear  it  never  could 
b<-  passed  before  the  session  ends  at 
noon  tomorrow. 

Virtually  all  of  the  trouble  came  from 
a  very  small  group  of  Progressive  Re- 
publicans, who  blocked  every  effort  to 
get  unanimous  consent  for  limiting  de- 
bate or  setting  a  time  for  a  vote.  Demo- 
cratic leaders  appealed  to  the  Repub- 
licans to  aid  them  In  swinging  the  little 
group  into  line,  pleading  that  in  the 
present  crisis  failure  of  the.  bill  wonld 
mean  national  disgrace.  For  the  most 
part,  the  Republican  leaders  showed  a 
willingness  to  co-operate.  As  the  de- 
hate  proceeded,  however,  without  evi- 
dence of  a  break  in  opposition,  the  Ad- 
ministration Senators  grew  more  and 
more    dubious    about    the    prospect. 

The  embarrassment  of  the  Democrats 
was  increased  by  a  dramatic  speech  by 
Senator  Stone,  chairman  of  the  Foreign 
Relations  Committee,  opposing  the  bill 
ae  a  war  measure.  That,  however,  was 
the  only  evidence  of  defection'  in  tho 
cratic   ranks. 

■Mil  Stubborn 
On  behalf  of  the  Administration  Sen- 
ators, Senator* Simmons  conferred  with 
Senator  Brandegee,  of  the  regular  Re- 
publicans, and  Senntor  Kenyon,  repre- 
senting the  Progressive  Republicans, 
both  of  whom  have  supported  the  hill, 
urging  them  to  Intercede  with  Senators 
LaFollette,  Norrls,  Oronna,  and  Cum- 
mine,  the  four  Progressive  Republicans 
who  refused  any  proposition  to  cxped- 
dite  passage 

While  the  negotiations  were  proceed- 
ing, several  Senators  sought  to  induce

Senator    Norrls    bad    openly    declared

Protest  Entered  oa  Meeord 

WASHINGTON.  March  4. — Senator 
Hitchcock,  In  charge  of  President  Wil- 
son's armed  neutrality  bill,  put  Into  the 
Senate  Record,  at  3:30  o'clock  this 
morning  a  manifesto  designed  to  In- 
form the  country  Just  who  was  respon- 
sible for  failure  «if  the  measure,  which 
at  that  hour  apparently  had  been  hope- 
lessly blocked  by  the  opposition  of  u 
handful   of    Protcrcstilve   Republicans. 

"The  declaration  speaks  for  Itself," 
said  Senator  Hitchcock.  "It  is.  desired 
to  place  It  In  the  Record  111  order  that 
the  country  may  know,  and  that  a 
record  may  be  made  of  the  fact  that 
practically    nine-tenths    of    the    Senate 


are  anxious  to  bring  this  bill  to  a  vote 
and  nine-tenths  of  the  Senato  desire  to 
vote  for  it." 

Senator  Ciapp  protested  that  the  pres- 
entation of  the  statement  was  "unfair 
and  unjust,"  because  those  who  had  not 
signed  merely  had  been  "seeking  to  se- 
cure a  fair  opportunity  for  debate" 

The  naval  appropriations  bill  was 
sent  to  the  President  shortly  after  1 
o'clock  this  morning,  when  final  con- 
gressional action  was  taken,  the  Senate 
agreeing  to  the  conference  report  pre- 
viously accepted  by  the  House. 

The  Senate  then  adopted  the  House 
resolution  providing  for  a  bond  IssuB 
of  $160,000,000  to  expedite,  construction 
of  naval  vessels.

Apparently  Reaching  Line 
Which  k  to  Be  Defended  for 
Some  Time  —  Counter-At- 
tacks Prove  Costly. 


LONDON.  March  8.— Philip  Qlbbe,  In 
a  dispatch  to  The  Daily  Chronicle  from 
the  war  correspondent's  headquarters 
with  the  British  army  In  France,  under 
date  of  Friday,  says  that  at  the  time  of 
writing  no  change  of  any  note  had 
taken  place  along  the  line  of  the  enemy's 
withdrawal,  "which,"  he  says,  "obvi- 
ously will  be  slow  and  gradual,  with 
each  successive  trench  system  held  as 
long  as  possible  to  cover  their  move- 
ments behind  the  forests  of  barbed  wire. 

"In  front  the  lines  must  be  cut  by  ug 
before  our  troops  can  advance,  and 
along  the  l?ssarts-Bucquoy-Loupartl 
Wood-nepaume  line  they  are  still  being 
held  by  machine  gunners  and  grenadiers. 
A  party  Of  these  men  are  In  a  trench 
Just  south  or  I^oupnrd  Wood  In  a  pocket 
between  our  own  patrols,  and  bombing 
lights  aril  tiikiiiK  place.  A  number  of 
Germans  lie  dead  in  the  neighborhood, 
and  also  on  the  ground  about  Lo  Trane- 
loy,  the  pivot  of  the  German  retirement, 
where  the  Bavarians  yesterday  mode  a 
counter-attack,  being  beaten  off  with 
heavy  loss.  Up  beyond  Gommecourt, 
which  we  now  hold  securely,  the  enemy 
In  In  considerable  strength,  with  ma- 
chine gun  detachments  in  the  Rosalgnol 
and  BieS  woods.  Tho  dugouts  la 
Gommecourt  were  still  burning  yester- 
day (Thursday),  though  some  of  these 
deep  chambers  have  not  been  destroyed." 

Prisoners  taken  near  Monchy,  further 
north,  were  Ignorant,  Mr.  Glbbs  reports, 
of  the  plan  of  retirement,  showing  that 
only  the  men  engaged  In  the  operation 
are  aware  of  It.  "Some  of  tho  dm* 
were  actually  paraded  by  their  company 
officers,  who  told  them,"  the  dispatch 
eays,  "that  all  talk  of  withdrawal  was 
silly   rumor  and  must  cease 

"It  Is  reported  that  the  civil  tnhahl- 
tonts  on  the  other  sldo  of  Bapaume  are 
being  removed.  The  enemy  Is  again 
favored  by  weather  conditions.  A  sharp 
frost  last  night  condensed  all  vapor 
from  the  waterlogged  ground  and 
caused  a  heavy  fog  over  all  the  battle- 
fields, preventing  aeroplane  and  artillery 
observation.

"After  the  decision  had  boon  taken  to 
begin  unrestricted  aubmarlne  warfare  on 
February  t.  we  had  to  reckon,  in  view  of 
the  prevloua  attitude  of  the  American 
Government,  with  tha  possibility  of  conflict 
with  tha  United  States.  That  thla  calcula- 
tion waa  right  la  provod  by  the  fact  that 
tha  American  Government  severed  diplo- 
matic relatione  with  Germany  eoon  after 
tha  proclamation  of  barred  aonea  and  asked 
other    neutral*    to    follow    her    example-. 

"Anticipating  theae  possibilities,  it  waa 
not  only  the  right,  but  alao  the  iuty,  of 
our  Government  to  take  precautlona  In 
time— In  the  event  of  a  military  conflict 
with  tha  United  States— In  order  la  bal- 
ance. If  Feasible,  the  adhesion  to  our  loea 
of  a  new  enemy.  The  German  Minister  to 
Mexico  therefore  was  Instructed  in  the 
middle  of  January  that  in  the  event  of 
the  United  States  declaring  war  ha  should 
offer  to  the  Mexican  Government  an  alli- 
ance "and  arrange  further  details.  Theso 
Instructions,  by  the  way,  ezpreasly  directed 
the  Minister  to  make  no  advances  to  the 
Mexican  Government  unless  ho  knew  for 
a  certainty  that  tha  Patted  States  was 
going   to   declare    war, 

"How  the  American  Government  got 
information  of  the  Instructions  sent  by  a 
secret  way  to  Mexico  is  not  known.  It 
appears,  however,  that  the  treachery— and 
It  only  must  have  been  treachery — was 
committed    on    American    territory."

PEKIN,  March  2.  via  London,  March 
3.— Today  tha  Allied  ministers  present- 
ed a  memorial  to  the  Chinese  govern- 
ment expressing  sympathy  with  the  at- 
titude Uken  by  China  in  regard  to 
Germany  and  promising  favorable  con- 
sideration of  tha  question  of  auapension 
during  the  war  of  tha  Boxer  Indemnity 
payments  and  revision  of  the  tariff  In 
the  event  of  China  effectively  severing 
relations  with  Germany  and  Austria. 

Delay  la  the  expected  development  in 
German-American  relations  and  the  ab- 
senoe  hitherto  of  any  collective  Intima- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  Allies  that 
China  would  be  welcomed  among  them 
have  caused  the  Chinese  to  hesitate  re- 
garding- future  action. 

The  Germans,  it  is  needless  to  say, 
have  been  doing  their  utmost  among 
the  officers  of  the  army  to  establish  a 
party  opposed  to  tha  rupture.  The 
timely  action  of  the  Allied  ministers 
seems  likely  to  have  the  desired  re- 
sults.

Akamatb,  Japanese  consu- 
lar agent  here.  "Japan  has  been  arm- 
ing her  merchant  ships  ever  since  we 
received  assurances  from  Washington 
that  such  vessels  armed  for  defence 
would  be  permitted  to  pass  through  the 
rknama  canal."  said  Aamaktu.

HALIFAX,  N.S.,  March  I.— Foil  §  Ing 
a  meeting  of  lobster  packers  in  this 
city,  a  delegation  has  gone  to  Ottawa 
to  interview  the  Minister  of  Trade  and 
Commerce  regarding  the  British  em- 
bargo on  lobsters.  Cables  were  also 
sent  to  Sir  Robert  Borden  and  to  Hon. 
J.  D.  Hasen,  aaklng  them  to  use  ;  their 
Influence  in  behalf  of  the  lobster  fisher- 
men of  Canada. 


Slavery  la  SJsisasa  Mae*  Africa  , 
LONDON,  March  X.— The  Anti-Slav- 
ery Aborigines  Protection  Society  has 
issued  an  appeal  to  the  Secretary  of 
State  for  the  Colonies  to  declare  by 
proclamation  the  freedom  of  1*5,000 
•laves  in  the  territory  known  recently 
as  the  German  East  African  protec- 
torate. The  publication  of  the  appeal 
has  been  sanctioned  by  the  Colonial 
Office. 


DETROIT.  March  U  isVt  least  twelve 
firemen  were  caught  under  a  falling 
wall  while  fighting  a  fire  In  two  five- 
story  buildings  la  the  heart  of  the 
downtown  business  section  early  today- 
One  fireman  has  boon  extricated  and  re- 
moved to  a  hospital,  and  several  others 
can  be  seen  pinned  under  the  debris. 

It  was  said  that  two  entire  fire  com- 
panies are  missing.  The  firo  originated 
In  a  cloak  and  auit  store  and  spread  to 
a  shoe  store. 

At  z:S9  aim.  the  firemen  had  succeed- 
ed la  extricating  only  four  of  the  Im- 
prisoned men.  They  still  were  working 
in  efforts  to  get  at  the  other  imprison- 
ed men.  Both  buildings  will  be  a  total 
loss.  The  damage  will  probably  he  up- 
ward Of  $600,000. 


Orafa 

NEW  YORK,  March  3.— (By  Frank 
H.  Slmonds) — Two  days  before  I  left 
London  I  waa  told  by  one  of  the  best 
Informed  of  Englishmen,  who  baa  the 
confidence  of  the  Prime  Minister,  that 
on  that  day  the  British  fleet  had  dis- 
posed of  Ave  German  submarines.  Of 
the  five,  two,  to  use  Lord  Northcllffe's 
pieturesque  phrase,  were  "big  una," 
that  is,  belonging  to  the  etew  type.  Of 
the  five,  also,  at  least  two  had  surren- 
dered, and  there  waa  a  rumor,  hardly 
creditable,  that  they  had  come  Into  Fal- 
mouth after  tha  crews  had  hilled  their 
officers  and  raised  the  white  flag.  In 
the  first  fifteen  days  of  the  new  German 
submarine  campaign  the  toll  taken  hy 
the  British  fleet  was  twenty-five.  This 
figure,  like  that  of  five  for  a  day,  is,  I 
feel  satisfied,  correct.  But,  following 
its  invariable  course,  the  British  Navy 
declines  to  supply  any  official  informa- 
tion as  to  its  methods  or  its  progress 
in  dealing  with  enemy  submarines. 


Submarines  Fall  Short 
LONDON,  March  3. — Germany  failed 
by  slightly  more  than  a  fifty  per  cent 
margin  to  make  good  her  threat  to  sink 
1,000,000  tons  of  merchant  shipping  dur- 
ing the  first  month  of  unrestricted  sub- 
marine warfare,  according  to  figures  In 
the  possession  of  the  Associated  Press, 
the  afTsolute  reliability  of  which  Is 
vouched  for  here.  Her  submarines,  the 
figures  show,  only  succeeded  In  sending 
to  the  bottom  during  the  month  of  Feb- 
ruary  in  round  numbers  490,000  tons. 
This  figure  exceeds  by  only  140,000  tons 
what  the  British  authorities  expected 
would  be  sunk  during  that  month  if  or- 
dinary submarine  warfare  had  contin- 
ued. It  compares  with  846,686  tons 
sunk  during  December  and  322,067  tons 
during  January. 

Mr.  Berry  Disappears 
NEW  YORK,  March  8.— In  its  story 
of  the  preliminary  hearing  enterprise 
against  a  foreign  government  as  agents 
of  Germany,  and  prospective  indict- 
ments against  other  men  on  the  aarte 
charge,  the  New  York  World  says  that 
federal  agents  have  been  unable  to  find 
William  B.  Berry,  a  newspaperman  win, 
several  years  ago  conducted  a  press 
bureau  at  Ottawa  during  the  reciprocity 
fight,  and  later  was  employed  by  the 
New  York  papers.  It  is  said  valuable 
information  was  forwarded  from  Cana- 
da to  Sander  which  in  turn  reached  the 
German   Government. 

Crew  of  Mount  Temple 
MONTREAL,  March  3.— Many  in- 
quiries have  been  made  respecting  the 
safety  of  the  crew  of  the  C.  P.  K.  liner 
Mount  Temple,  which  recently  was  tor- 
pedoed by  a  German  raider.  It  waa  of- 
ficially announced  here  today  ■  by  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Ocean  Steamship,  Ltd., 
that  information  has  been  received  stat- 
ing that  Capt.  Sargeant  and  his  crew, 
with  the  exception  of  one  steward  and 
two  sailors,  are  safe  and  well,  but  as 
prisoners  are  interned  at  Neustrellts. 
The  Canadians  aboard  were  principally 
horsemen,  and  all  are  reported  eafe. 

Pretext   for  Abusing   Prisoners 

BERLIN,  March  8.  —  Lieut-General 
von  Stein,  the  Prussian  Minister  of 
War,  announced  in  the  Reichstag  to- 
day that  reprisals  had  been  taken 
against  what  the  minister  termed  the 
mis-treatment  of  Germans  taken  pris- 
oner by  the  Entente  forces.

PARIS,  March  8. — All  express  trains 
throughout  France  with  the  exception 
of  the  postal  and  long  distance  trains 
are  ordered  discontinued.  The  decree 
is  one  of  thp  steps  taken  tp  facilitate 
the  transport  conditions  of  national  de- 
fence and  commercial  traffic.

of  Copenhagen.  The  dispatch  says 
that  the  crow  of  the  Zeppelin  perished 
with  the  airship.

Wo  Is  the  second  Chinese  who  has  been 
shot  and  killed-  here  In  the  last  thirty 
days.

and  sunk  by  a  German  submarine.

RED  CROSS  APPEALS 
FOR  MORE  FUNDS 


Owing  to  a  very  strong  appeal  from 
the  Front  for  more  Red  Cross  supplies, 
the  Victoria  Rod  Cross  Society's  branch 
has  been  endeavoring  to  speed  up  the 
output  of  the  district  by  the  opening  of 
new  auxiliaries  and  otherwise.  These 
efforts  have  been  successful.  The  full 
results  of  the  lnorease  are  not  yet 
shown  in  the  shipments,  but  tbey  are 
showing  in  the  necessary  purchases  of 
materials.    *  , 

From  its  Inception  to  December  31, 
1916,  tbo  Victoria  City  and  District 
Branch  spent  146,818.31  on  materials  to 
be  made  up  into  Red  Cross  supplies,  aa 
average  of  12,184.73  per  month.  la 
January,  1917,  there  was  paid  for  ma- 
terials 17,759.10,  and  from  February  let 
to  20th,  $8,806.31. 

We  have  contracted  for  deliveries  of 
wool  and  other  materials  between  Janu- 
ary and  June  amounting  to  over  S8S.000. 
Last  year  our  weekly  shipments  aver- 
aged, among  other  items,  104  dayshlrts, 
110  pajamas,  S4S  pairs  socks.  Last 
week  we  shipped  SS2  dayshlrts,  604  pa- 
jamas. SIS  pairs  sox.  Last  year  we  for- 
warded SI  filled  comfort  bags,  recently 
we  chipped  S7S  In  thirty  days  aad  63 
bags  last  week. 

The  articles  mentioned  are  only  some 
of  the  more  expensive  and  most  needed 
ones.  In  addition  there  are  always 
large  shipments  of  bandages  aad  other 
Red  Cross  supplies. 

Last  week's  record  is  net  a  special 
one,  it  is  simply  the  result  of  the  or- 
ganised effort  of  the  women  of  the  Dis- 
trict to  answer  the  call  for  more  Red 
Cross  supplies  at  the  Front. 

To  prevent  the  chance  of  this  effort 
being  thwarted  for  the  went  of  money 
to  pay  for  the  necessary  materials,  the 
Red  Cross  Society  requires  at  once  880,- 
eeo.ee,  and  after  that  a  continuance  or 
Increase  df  86,000  per  month,  which  It 
asked  for  at  Its  last  annual  mooting.

LONDON,  March  8. — Emperor  Charles 
of  Austria-Hungary  has  dismissed 
Field  Marshal  Conrad  von  Hoetzen- 
dorf, Austro-Hungarlan  Chief  of  Btaff, 
according  to  a  Vienna  dispatch  to  neu- 
ter's by  way  of  Amsterdam,  Baron 
Strausenburg  succeeds  Von  Hoetzen- 
dorf. 

Field  Marshal  von  Hoetzendorf  has 
been  one  of  the  leading  military  figures 
Of  A ustria-Hungary  for  a  '  number  ot 
yearH,  anil  has  played  an  important 
part  in  almost  all  the  major  operations 
of    the    Austro-Hungarian    forces    since 


the  outbreak  of  the  war.  He  has  been 
credited  with  being  one  of  the  few 
Austrian  generals  who  are  held  in 
favor  In  Berlin,  and  In  May,  1916,  was 
decorated  with  thn  Order  Four  1« 
Merite  by  Kaiser  Wllhelm.  He  also  Is 
said  to  be  a  bitter  enemy  of  Italy,  but 
a  year  ago  he  was  married  to  the 
divorced  wife  of  Baron  Reinanghans, 
his  briii.'  being  of  Italian  descent,  and 
known  as  an  ardent  advocate  of  the 
return  of  the  lost  provinces  to  Italy. 
Von  Hoetzendorf  was  credited  by  the 
Austrians  with  the  recapture  ot  Lem- 
berg,  and  'was  promoted  to  be  Held 
marshal  for  ills  services  on  the  Italian 
front. 


GERMAN  PLOTS 


AGAINST  INDIA 


Evidence  That  von  Bemstorff 
and  His  Coadjutors  Were 
Using  United  States  as  Base 
for  Conspiracies. 


WASHINGTON,  March  3.— Continuing 
tho  exposure  of  German  Intrigues  li>  the 
United  States  to  foment  warfare  and 
embroil  the  United  States  with  foreign 
Governments,  the  correspondent  of  The 
New  York  Tribune  has  received  informa- 
tion from  official  sources  of  revolution- 
ary plots  and  expeditions  planned  and 
attempted  by  German  officials  and 
agents  In  this  country  against  India. 
The  British  Government  has  executed 
death  sentences  on  at  least  ten  of  the 
ocnsplrators  from  the  United  States. 
In  other  instances,  would-be  informers 
of  authorities  in  this  country  have  been 
mysteriously  murdered  Just  at  the  time 
their  testimony  seemed  available. 
.  At  one  time,  a  serious  crisis  threat- 
ened between  the  United  States  and 
Germany  as  a  result  of  German  in- 
trigues. The  expulsion  of  the  German 
agents  In-  the  United  States  and  the 
break  forced  by  German  frightfulness 
have  ended  this  danger.       » 

Count  von  Bernstorff  exposed  his  con- 
nection with  the  effort  to  despatch  a 
revolutionary  expedition  from  the 
United  States  to  India  by  making  a 
claim  to  ownership  of  the  cargo  of  the 
vessel  Annie  Larsen,  which  was  proved 
later  to  consist  of  arms  and  ammuni- 
tion destined  to  India. 

Germany  began  the  intrigue  against 
India  Jue.  after  Turkey  entered  the 
war.  seeking  to  use  Turkish  influence 
tc    stir    up   a   holy    war. 

An  expedition  did  actually  reach  In- 
dia with  arms  and  ammunition,  and 
from  the  leaders  were  taken  official  de- 
spatches from  the  German  Government 
and  lists  of  seditious  Indians.  Had 
such  an  expedition  succeeded  In  its 
purpose  In  India,  the  British  Govern- 
ment would  have  had  a  very  serious 
cawe  against  the  United  States. —

month  of  January,  that  the  greet  sub- 
marine warfare  of  Germany  against  the 
Western  Allies  Is  to  begin,  and  it  is 
time  to  speak  of  and  especially  to  pre- 
pare for  the  effects  of  the  vigorous 
Mow  from  which  our  clever  adversaries 
expect  so  much." 

The  submsrlne  equipment  of  Ger- 
many, according  to  this  Information,  waa 
said  to  be  divided  Into  five  classes,  the 
boats  ranging  from   800  to  5,000   tons. 


TAR  Iff,  March  2.— Women  letter  car- 
riers will  soon  be  delivering  mall  la 
Paris.

BRITISH  HEADQUARTRRS  IN 
FRANCE,  March  2,  via  London.  March 
3. — Yesterday  was  sunny,  with  good  vis- 
ibility during  the  night.  Today  a  dense 
ton  bid  everything  beyond  a  hundred 
yards. 

The  enemy  is  now  approximating  a 
general  line  which  wo  may  expect  he 
will  defend  with  a  hIiow  of  force.  Coun- 
ter-attacks are  In  evidence,  but  the  af- 
fair is  not  going  altogether  to  the  en- 
emy's programme.  There  are  proofs 
that  he  Is  destroying  as  much  as  pos- 
sible, and  that  a  good  deal  which  Is 
extremely    useful   is    being  abandoned. 

There  was  a  counter-attack  last  night 
by  the  Bavarians  at  I..e  Transloy,  which 
was  well  handled.  Fifty  dead  were 
counted  before  our  position.  More  to 
the  west,  the  situation  conforms  to  the 
Bapaume -Achlet- le- Petit  line.  Our 
troops  are  now  at  work  near  the  Lou- 
part  wood,  north  of  Warlencourt.  Close 
lighting  Is  taking  place  there,  the  enemy 
having  tried  to  return  to  a  position  he 
lost  too  soon.  He  waa  unable  to  re- 
cover it. 

Around  Gommecourt  the  ground  Is  be- 
ing systematically  cleared.  It  appears 
that  the  enemy  has  been  careful  to  keep 
from  his  troops  the  fact  that  they  were 
actually  In  retreat.  Prisoners  taken  at 
Gommecourt  refused  to  believe  that 
their  comrades  had  gone  and  the  fort- 
ress been  surrendered.  Again,  prison- 
ers from  other  divisions  taken  In  this 
neighborhood  did  not  credit  either  that 
Gommecourt  or  other  villages  and  re- 
doubts have  now  been  occupied  by  the 
British.  Villages  for  a  distance  east  of 
Bapaume  have  been  emptied  of  civil- 
ians, making  It  fairly  clear  that  the  en- 
emy Is  looking  no  great  distance  ahead 
to  what  may  prove  to  be  the  ultimate 
crisis  of  the  war.  The  new  forwara 
movement  has  livened  our  men  wonder- 
fully.

OTTAWA,  March  «.— Hon.  T.  W.  Cro- 
the.rs.  Minister  of  Labor,  who  was  pre- 
sent at  the  interview  yesterday  of  the 
deputation  representing  the  manufac- 
turers, wholesalers  and  retailers  of  Can- 
ada were  by  no  means  satisfied  with 
the  manner  of  Investigation  Into  tbe 
high  cost  of  commodities  being  con- 
ducted under  his  department  by  W.  F.

Report  of  Dominions  Royal 
Commission  Based  on  Its 
Investigations —  References 
Made  to  Resources, 


In  roar  of  Vetato  Embargo 
BANGOR,  Me..  March  I.— Reports 
from  Ottawa  that  Canada  had  virtually 
decided  to  prohibit  the  exportation  of 
potatoes  from  Canada  caused  consider- 
able concern  among  Aroostook  county 
shippers,  who  have  stocks  stored  just 
across  the  border  In  New  Brunswick. 
In  the  event  of  an  embargo  many  thou- 
sands of  barrels  of  potatoes  would  be 
disposed  or  at  priors  less  than  are  paM 
on  this  side  of  the  line.  The  potato 
market  today  was  sluggish  at  M  a  bar- 
rel, compared  with  Si  and  fs.SO  last 
week.

TORONTO,  March  3. — Co-ordination 
and  co-relation  of  all  resources  of  the 
British  Kmpirc  is  the  purpose  of  the 
Dominions'  Royal  Commission,  now 
closing  the  fifth  year  of  Its  existence, 
the  final  report  of  which,  Inter-relatlng 
the  features  of  all  the  Dominions  and 
the  United  Kingdom,  Is  now  at  hand. 
Issued  contemporaneously  with  this 
report  is  the  fifth  interim  report,  tho 
subject   being  "Canada." 

The  commission,  which  consists  of 
Sir  George  10.  Foster,  Sir  Edgar  Vin- 
cent, Sir  H.  Rider  Haggard,  Tom  Har- 
nett, William  Lorrlmcr,  Donald  Camp- 
bell. J.  R.  Sinclair,  Sir  Richard  Solo- 
mon and  l-:.  R.  Bowrlng,  points  out 
that  the  action  taken  during  the  war 
to  stimulate  the  control  of  supplies  of 
foodstuffs  and  raw  materials.  Illus- 
trates the  immense  power  which  the 
governments  of  the  United  Kingdom 
and  the  overseas  dominions  can  exert 
to  control  the  course  of  trade  and  de- 
velopment of  'natural  resources  when 
necessity  arises. 

Sea  Communication 

Not  the  least  Important  phases  of  the 
commission's  report  deals  with  the  sub- 
ject of  overseas  communication,  em- 
bracing uniform  harbor  development  for 
tho  cheap  and  speedy  transport  of  the 
Empire's  merchandise  and  mall  com- 
munication, and  telegraphic  communi- 
cation. 

The  development  of  Imperial  mall 
routes  which  do  not  pass  over  foreign 
soil   Is  advocated. 

It  Is  pointed  out  that  the  United 
Kingdom  is  forced  to  draw  largely  upon 
foreign  countries  for  its  meat  supply. 
The  commission  sees  here  a  clear  case 
for  further  stimulation  of  cattle-breed- 
ing and  sheep-raising,  "particularly  in 
Canada,  where  these  industries  are  at 
present   little   developed." 

"We  suggest  that  immediate  use 
should  be  made  of  the  existence  of  a 
state  controlled  Atlantic  cable  to  facili- 
tate the  distribution  of  press  news  to 
Canada  and  through  Canada  to  other 
parts  of  the  Empire. 

Lack   of   Empire   Mews 

"Our  visits  overseas  were  made  in 
years  of  acute  International  disturb- 
ances. We  are  bound  to  say  that  our 
hopes  of  finding  In  the  newspapers  of 
the  Dominions  any  full  and  accurate  re- 
ports of  the  world  events  were  far 
from  realised. 

"In  Canada  particularly  (where  news 
from  outside  the  Dominion  comes  main- 
ly through  American  agencies)  the  lack 
of  Imperial  news  at  the  outset  and 
through  the  progress  of  the  war  waa 
noticeable   and   disturbing. 

"In  our  judgment,  few  tasks  are 
more  urgent  than  that  of  securing  the 
dissemination  of  Imperial  news  as 
widely  and  as  fully  as  possible.  W« 
therefore,  recommend  end  advocate  the 
lowest  possible  press  rates  for  news 
sent  over  the  state  controlled  Atlantic 
and  Pacific  cables. 

-Great  Interest  is  shown  in  the  report 
for  the  suggestion  made  at  Winnipeg 
by  Mr.  Conley  of  the  Sydney  Morning 
Herald,  Australia,  that  Australian  and 
Canadian  newspapers  should  unite  In 
the  news  service  now  supplied  by  the 
Australian  Press  Association  In  Lon- 
don to  the  Australian  and  New  Zealand 
press. 

"The  commission  finds  It  regrettable 
that  Canada's  mineral  assets  should  be 
Owned  so  largely  outside  the  Empire, 
and  adds  that  the  present  Income  re- 
ceived by  the  various  provinces  for  the 
loos  of  their  mineral  wealth,  a  most 
valuable  and  over-wasting  asset,  ap- 
pears  wholly   Inadequate. 

"The  forest  resources  of  Canada,  tho 
commission  admits,  undoubtedly  form 
one  of  tho  most  valuable  assets  of  too 
Empire.  It  doubts  whether  the  pro- 
vincial and  federal  forest  reserves  are, 
as  yet,  under  an  efficient  and  economic 
administration  worthy  of  the  vast  nat- 
ural wealth  whloh  they  represent

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The  Colonist  has  been  among  those 
who  havo  not  believed  that  a  general 
"back-to-the-land"  movement  will  solve 
the  problem  of  employment  for  returned 
soldiers,  but  It  confeseee  to  some  «ur- 
prtse  that  out  of  three  hundred  and. 
forty-six  returned  men  In  Alberta,  only 
■Is  have  expressed  a  willingness  to  en- 
gage In  farming.  If  this  la  representa- 
tive of  the  whole  Canadian  overseas 
army,  the  degree  to  which  the  problem 
can  be  solved  by  offering  the  returned 
men  farms  Is  so  slight  as  to  be  prac- 
ticably negligible.  Not  that  even  a 
amaller  proportion,  say  1  per  cent/  of 
the  men  who  have  returned  or  will  re- 
turn, who  may  take  up  farming  would 
not  be  an  excellent  thing  for  the  couu- 
try,  but  —  more  than  hhat  psreontsge 
of  the  men  who  have  enlisted  came 
from  farms,  it  would  not  mean  any  In- 
crease in  the  number  of  our  agricul- 
tural population.  In  our  view,  soldiers 
discharged  from  the  army,  who  lived  in 
the  United  Kingdom  before  the  war,  are 
more  likely  to  be  attracted  to  the  land 
than  are  the  Canadians. .  Practically 
every  one  of  the  Canadian  troops  had 
an  opportunity  of  engaging  In  farming 
before  the  war  broke  out.  and  we  con- 
fess to  being  unable  to  see  In  what 
way  the  war  may  be  expected  to  de- 
velop a  desire  to  that  en*.  It  la  very 
true  that  a  aystem  of  colonisation  may 
be  devised  that  will  render  farm  Ufa 
more  attractive  to  beginners  than  It 
normally  is. 

It  Is  well  to  look  the  returned  soldier 
proposition  squarely  In  the  face.  Sub- 
stantially all  the  men  who  have  enlist- 
ed were  up  to  'a  very  short  time  ago  en- 
gaged In  gainful  occupations,  and  If 
there  cornea  a  revival  of  prosperous 
times  as  the  result  of  peace,  there  will 
ba>  plenty  of  employment  for  them  all 
again.      We   are   now    speaking   of    the 

3n  who  will  be*  hale  and  hearty  or  only 
Ihtly  incapacitated.    These  men  were 
not    employed    by    the    Government,    or 
only  a  negligible  friction  of  the  num- 
ber   were.      They    were   either   In   busi- 
ness fpr  themselves  or   were  employed 
by*    others.      The*  thirty    odd    thousand 
men  who  enlisted  In  British  Columbia 
are  not  coming  home  to  stand  around 
the  town*  waiting  for  the  Government 
to  And  them  a  Job.    They  will  require  a 
little  time  to  adjust  themselves  to  their 
changed]  conditions,  and  then  they  will 
begin  to  discover  ways,  and  means  of 
making  their  living.     Some  people  talk 
aa  ir  these  men  would  come  home  ex- 
pecting to  be  taken  care  of  by  the  Gov- 
ernment; but   they  are   made   of   stuff 
that    Will   not    permit    them    to    do    so. 
They  will  fall  Into  the  ranks  of  private 
citizenship  and  be  ready  to  "stand  to" 
for  what  civilian  life  has  to  offer.   And 
this  brings  us  back  to  where  we  have 
found    ourselves    on    former    occasions, 
that   is,   looking  for   private  enterprise 
and    private   capital    to   develop    Indus- 
tries  and  inaugurate  lines  of  business 
that    will    increase  the    number  of    op- 
portunities that  will  be  available  to  men, 
whether   tbey'are  or  are   not   returned 
soldiers.       Some     correspondents     have 
asked  us  If  we  expect  that  men  will  risk 
their  surplus  capital, in  enterprises,  un- 
less   they   can    be    secured    In   a    profit 
'  combined  with  good  security.     We  an- 
awer  In  the  affirmative,  and  add   that 
this  la  a  funny  question  to  be  asked  in 
a   community   a   very  large   percentage 
of  whose  members  risked  all  their  sur- 
plus and  went   in   debt  besides   In   the 
expectation  of  getting   rich   quickly   in 
real  estate  speculation. 

But  we  have  drifted  away  from  our 
original  course,  which  waa  to  direct 
public  attention  to  the  result  of  the 
inqulrloa  made  In  Alberta  and  placed  in 
evidence  before  a  Parliamentary  com- 
mittee in  session  at  Ottawa.  An  ounce 
of  fact  la  worth  more  than  a  ton  of 
theory,  and  Alberta  has  furnished  the 
ounce.

One  man  can  gueas  as  wall  sa  an- 
other, and  so  all  the  dispatches  in 
whleh  attempts  are  mads  to  forecast 
the  plans  of  Germany  in  the  West  are 
about  of  equal  value  and  none  of  them 
la  worth  accepting  as  accurate.  The 
German  withdrawal,  though  not  wholly 
ended,  gives  indications  of  a  stand  at 
positions  short  of  what  moat  of  the 
correspondents  thought  would  be  their 
rallying  line.  A  surprising  feature  of 
the  situation  la  the  hesitancy  on  the 
part  of  some  of  our  people  to  believe 
that  General  Haig  has  scored  an  im- 
portant success  It  is  the  case  of  the 
Battle  of  Jutland  over  again.  A  good 
many  people  are  not  yet  wholly  con- 
vinced that  the  Germane  did  not  get  the 
better  of  that  engagement,  and  a  good 
many  now  are  apprehensive  that  the 
retirement  of  the  enemy  in  the  West 
may  only  be  a  voluntary  prelude  to  a 
formidable  offensive.  We  are  told  that 
Germany  has  2:000,000  men  along  the 
Western  line.  Accepting  this  estimate 
as  correct,  the  British  have  at  leaat  as 
many  and  the  French  at  least  a  million 
more,  and  we  are  not  yet  ready  to  ad-1 
mlt  that  two  Germans  are  auperior  to 
five  of  the  AUies.  If  we  could  hold 
our  own  in. the  West  under  conditions 
which  amazo  us  when  we  look  back  upon 
them  and  set  ua  wondering  why  we 
were  not  utterly  vanquished  two  years 
ago,  why  should  we  fear  the  result  now 
that  we  are  superior  in  number,  In 
morale,  in  artillery,  in  munitions  and 
in  air  service  to  the  enemy?

Col,  L,  Mulloy,  the  "Blind 
Trooper,"  Here  to  Attract 
Attention  to  Dominion  Win- 
the-War  Movement. 


His  wile  is  now  living  at  1065  Rich- 
mond Avenue,  lie  enlisted  in  the  first 
year  of  the  war,  and  went  forward  as 
a  member  of  the  1st  Canadian  Pio- 
neers under  Lieut. -Col.  Hodglns.  He 
had  been  In  France  since  March,  1916, 
and  during  his  Jong  stay  on  the  firing 
line  and  other  parts  of  the  front  has 
had    many    thrilling    experiences. 

He  writes  that  he  Is  having  r^Jenty 
of  adventure.  The  prevalence  of  mud 
over  the  battlefield  gives  double  prom- 
inence to  the  pioneer  battalions,  and 
too  high  a  tribute  cajinot  be  paid  to 
their  work  during  the  later  stages  of 
the  fighting.  They  are  engineers, 
without  the  name.  They  are  "amphi- 
bious." as  they  can  live  In  an  atmos- 
phere   of    mud    and    gas    fumes. 

On  that  part  of  the  line  where 
Sergt. -Major  Frost  Is  stationed  a  com- 
pany of  pioneers  recently  cut  a  pas- 
sage through  a  wood  under  such  con- 
ditions that  every  man  among  the  ac- 
tive workers  was  physically  weak 
from  the  reek  and  brutality  of  the 
work. 

The  Pioneers'  proper  haunt  is  No 
Man's  Land,  and  they  are  busiest  at 
night.  Yet  they  are  infantry.  and 
sometimes  their  work  with  the  ma- 
chine gun  and  bayonet  proven  as  ef- 
fective as  with  pick  and  shovel — their 
customary  weapons.  Night  after  night 
they  go  where  the  chief  trouble  Is  and 
never  under  any  circumstances  have 
tlioy  been  known  to  shirk  their  duty, 
no  matter  how  arduous  or  dangerous 
It   may    be.

Onr.  Carrier,  whoso  parent*  reside 
at  Keatlnca  Cross  Roads,  Saanlch,  left 
with  the  10th  Field  Artillery  Brigade, 
Ammunition    Column. 

Onr.  Thomas  Liddell  Joined  the  army 
with  his  two  sons,  Fred  an  J  Jimmy, 
shortly  after  the  declaration  of  war. 
He  himself  enlisted  with  Fred  In  the 
15th  Brignde,  C.F.A.,  the  other  son 
having  loft  with  the  30th  Battalion. 
He  passed  examinations  for  veterinary 
surgeon  at  Shorncllffe,  but  has  since 
been  removed  to  Rramshott  Military 
Hospital,  where  he  Is  being  treated  for 
his  Illness.  Mr.  Llddell  was  a  resident 
here  for  twenty-seven  years  and  was 
most  of  the  time  a  driver  for  Saun- 
der'B  Grocery.  He  was  latterly  in  the 
auto  business.  His  wife  lives  at  2587 
Cook    Htreet. 


Paving  the  way  for  the  inauguration 
of  Canada's  "Win  the  War"  movement, 
which  will  take  definite  shape  following 
the  holding  of  a  national  convention  In 
Montreal  in  the  near  future,  Colonel  L. 
Mulloy  arrived  in  the  city  yesterday 
morning — Victoria  being  the  most  west- 
erly point  visited  in  the  course  of  a  tour 
which  has  already  taken  him  to  almoet 
every  section  of  the  Dominion  and  Is 
now  only  half  completed. 

Col.  Mulluy,  better  known  to  all  Can- 
adians as  "Trooper  Mulloy,"  u  hero  of 
the  South  African  War,  where  he  had 
the  misfortune  to  lose  his  sight,  has  be- 
come famous  and  has  endeared  himself 
to  the  people  of  the  Dominion  not  be- 
cause of  ills  sacrifice  in  the  Boer  War, 
nor  for  winning  the  Distinguished  Con- 
duct Medal  in  that  campaign,  but  for 
the  way  in  which,  after  returning  to 
Canada,  he  pluckily  took  up  the  broken 
threads  and  determined  to  fit  himself 
for  service  in  Bplte  of  his  handicap,  and 
was  able  to  carry  out  as  far  as  possleay 
his  plans  of  life  previously  formed. 
Blinded  though  he  was,  he  proved  that 
his  inner  eye  was  undimmed,  and,  dis- 
regarding or  surpassing  all  obstacles, 
he  conquered. 

Just  to  show  how  he  succeeded  it  may 
be  said  that  after  returning  to  Canada 
he  took  a  full  course  at  Queen's  Col- 
lege, Kingston,  and  graduated  with 
honors,  following  this  up  with  three 
years  at  Balllol  College,  Oxford,  where 
he  also  won  distinction.  Later,  he  be- 
came professor  of  military  history  and 
strategy  at  the  Royal  Military  College, 
Kingston,  and  was  thus  engaged  until 
the  outbreak  of  the  present  war.  He 
was  then  given  leave  of  absence  from 
his  college  duties  to  do  patriotic  work 
along;  platform  and  educational  lines, 
and  to  this  undertaking  he  has  devoted 
himself  heart  and  soul  for  many  months.

While  in 
the  East.  Mr.  Morgan  organised  a  life 
underwriters'  association  at  Woodstock, 
Ont.,  with  twenty  members.  Be  also  at- 
tended the  annual  meeting  of  tb*  Great 
West  Life  at  Winnipeg.

Within  a  few  months  of  cancelling  the 
agreement  between  the  municipality  and 
the  city  covering  the  system  of  fire  pro- 
tection which  has"  been  In  force  for  the 
past  three  years,  the  municipality  of 
Saanlch  has  come  back  and  requested 
that  the  old  agreement  be  again  made 
effective. 

At  a  conference  between  representa- 
tives of  the  Municipal  Council  and  the 
fire  wardens  committee  of  the  City 
Council,  yesterday  morning^  the  request 
Was  made  by  the  former  that  the  ar- 
rsngement  under  which  a  fire  protection 
service  was  provided  by  the  city  up  to 
Jsnuary  of  this  year  be  resumed,  it  be- 
ing pointed  out  that  since  the  termin- 
ation of  that  arrangement,  the  rural 
municipality  ha«  found  that  to  provide 
its  wide  area  with  a  proper  service 
would   prove   altogether   too   costly. 

Under  the  previously  existing  ar- 
rangement, the  city  provided  a  motor 
chemical  engine  and  hose  Wagon  for  the 
Dunedln.  Street  hall,  and  this  piece  of 
apparatus  responded  to  all  alarms  with- 
in an.  area  covering  practically  the 
whole  of  the  more  thickly  settled  dis- 
trict adjacent  to  the  city's  northern 
boundary.  Last  Fall  the  municipality 
served  notive  on  the  city  that  the  ar- 
rangement under  which  It  contributed 
1150  per  month  would  terminate  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  The  city  agreed,  and 
since  early  in  January  the  service  has 
.bten    discontinued. 

At  yesterday's  conference  Fire  Chief 
Davis  advised  against  again  making  ef- 
fective the  old  arrangement.  He  pointed 
out  that  to  respond  to  alarms  from  the 
Saanlch  district  left  the  northern  sec- 
tion of  the  city  without  adequate  pro- 
tection, and  if  an  alarm  should  come  In 
while  the  motor  apparatus  In  the  Dun- 
edln Hall  was  away  in  Saanlch,  the  ap- 
paratus from  the  headquarters  hall 
would  have  to  respond,  and  thus  neces- 
sitate the  James  Bay  apparatus  filling 
In  at  headquarters,  leaving  that  latter 
section  unprotected.  In  view  of  the 
effect  upon  the  city's  protection  ser- 
vice, the  chief  expressed  himself 
strongly  agalust  re-entering  into  the  old 
agreement. 

The  Saanlch  Municipality  was  repre- 
sented! by  Reeve  Borden  and  Councillors 
Diggon,  Jones,  and  Henderson,  and  Mu- 
nicipal Clerk  Cowper.  The  request  will 
be  dealt  with  by  the  fire  wardens  at  a 
meeting  to  be  held  early  next  week.

MR.  AND  MRS.  W.  M.  ROBSON,  OF  MAYNE  ISLAND 
Fifty  years  ago  Mr.  and  Mrs.  W.  M.  Robson  were  married  at  Brompton,  Kent, 
England.  They  celebrated  the  golden  anniversary  at  their  home  on  Mayne 
Island  on  February  8,  and  look  forward,  from  38  years'  residence  on  the  Island, 
to  many  more  happy  days  to  be  spent  in  the  spot  they  have  learned  to  love 
so  well.  Mr.  Robson  was  born  in  Brompton,  Kent,  on  December  4,  1842, 
and  Mrs.  Robson  five  years  and  twenty-  two  days  later,  at  Inverness,  Scotland. 
Attracted  by  the  lure  of  the  great  undeveloped  wonderland  of  Western  Canada, 
they  decided  to  seek  the  broader  and  more  romantic  field,  and  arrived  on 
Mayne  Island  on  January  13,  1879.  They  have  been  witnesses  of  the  greater 
part  of  the  development  which  has  taken  place  on  this  Coast,  and  with  the 
true  optimism  of  the  pioneer  are  confident  of  the  day  when  British  Columbia 
will  assume  the  place  of  importance  which  is  hers  by  right  of  her  marvelous 

resources. 


SAYS  TlRIBLE 


Mayor  Todd  Working  to  Com- 
bat Situation  Here  —  Pig 
Raising  May  Help  in  Solu- 
tion— Potato  Growing, 


"We  are  in  sight  of  a  terrible  food 
famine,  such  as  the  world  has  never 
seen.  We  must  take  steps  betimes  if 
wc  wish  to  avoid,  national  and  world- 
wide disaster.  We  must  at  all  costs 
Increase  our  food  supply.  We  In  Can- 
ada are  fortunately  placed.  We  have 
boundless  resources  in  land  to  draw 
upon.  We  must  see  that  every  available 
acre  and  every  available  day's  labor  is 
turned  to  use." 

This  is  the  warning  which  Professor 
Stephen  Leacock,  the  famous  economist 
of  McGlll  University,  Montreal. , has  Just 
issued.  It  reached  Mayor  Todd  yester- 
day, as  he  was  working  on  plans  for 
increased  food  production  on  the  south- 
ern part  of  Vancouver  Island  through 
the  cultivation  of  the  vacant  lots  and 
backyards  of  Victoria  this  Spring  The 
Mayor  declared  this  warning  from  such 
an  authority  will  make  him  more  than 
ever  determined  to  see  that  a  campaign 
of  his  committee  of  experts  succeeds. 
The  committee  meets  again  on  Tuesday. 

In  preparation  for  Spring  planting,  the 
Mayor  yesterday  issued  this  statement 
from  an  Englieh  authority,  Mr.  Owen 
Thomas,  V.  M.  H.,  formerly  head  gar- 
dener at  Windsor  Castle,  on  potato 
growing  methods: 

"There  are  four  ways  In  which  our 
potatoes  may  be  largely  Increased. 
First,  in  the  usual  well-known  way  of 
cutting  the  larger  tubers  Into  several 
sets,  with  one  or  more  eyes  in  each  «et; 
second,  by  cutting  out  the  eyes  and 
growing  them  separately  in  pots  or 
boxes,  in  slight  heat  to  start  with; 
third,  by  propagating  the  young  stems 
proceeding  from  the  eyes  of  those 
growh  in  alight  heat  as  above:  and 
fourth,  by  seeds. 

nTanflltag  Potato  Shoots 

"The  cutting  of  the  larger  tubers  into 
sets  with  one  or  more  eyes  to  a  set  is 
an  old  and  well-understood  method,  but 
It  is  not  so  well  understood  that  the 
eyes  on  the  top  side1  of  the  potato  pro- 
duce more  vigorous  plants  than  do  those 
In  the  middle  or  bottom  of  the  tuber, 
ao  that  the  middle  eyes  are  preferred  to 
the  lower  ones.  Each  eye  possesses 
the  germ  of  an  Independent  potato  plant, 
and  if  they  are  planted  in  congenial 
soil,  and  receive  good  culture,  each  is 
capable  of  producing  a  good  crop.  Pref- 
erence is  given  by  many  growers  to  cut 
sets  over  small  whole  ones;  indeed,  it 
baa  been  proved  that  cut  sets  yield  a 
considerably  larger  return  per  acre,  and 
a  less  weight  for  planting  per  acre  suf- 
fices. The  cutting  of  the  potato  should 
not  take  placa  until  the  ground  Is  ready 
for  planting.  .  * 

"The  potato  germ,  the  eye,  is  depend- 
ent on  the  potato  for  sustenance  until 
a  young  shoot  is  formed.  Roots  soon 
follow  at  the  base  of  the  young  shoots, 
snd  as  soon  aa  these  take  hold  of  the 
•oil.  the  shoot  starts  on  an  Independent 
life  and  the  old  potato  parishes.  Aa 
soon  as  such  shoots  are  formed  Is  the 
time  to  cut  them  out  with  a  piece  of 
the  potato  attached,  and  Immediately 
pat  Into  S  In.  pots  in  light  soil.  Cover 
with  soil  to  the  depth  of  half  an  Inch, 
place  in  a  vinery,  greenhouse,  or  frame 
bear  the  class  where  moderate  heat  Is 
available.  Kxcesslv*  beat  must  be 
guarded  against  In  all  stages  of  the 
young  potato's  growth  under  glass,  or 
the  shots  will  become  spindly  and  weak. 
Aa  soon  aa  the  pots  are  filled  with 
roots,  repot  Into  5  In.  pots  and  grew 
slowly  in  cool  pits  and  frames  until  the 
time  for  planting  In  open  quarters  ar- 
rives, early  In   May. 

"The  third  method  consists  In  propa- 
gating tie9,  young  growing  shoots  of 
those  grown  In  pots  as  shore.  They  are 
propagated  as  easily  n*  are  soft-wooded 
bedding  plants  such  aa  heliotropes  sad 


geraniums,  and  in  the  same  way.  The 
two  methods  combined  will  give  at  least 
six  or  seven  additional  and  separate 
plants    from    each    potato. 

"This  system  of  propagation  is  sel- 
dom resorted  to  excepting  to  increase 
rare  varieties,  and  if  persevered  in  for 
more  than  one  season  would  result  in 
weakening   the   stocks    so   treated. 

Advocates  Pig  Bslslag 
"The  fourth  method  is  by  sowing  the 
seed  early  in  moderate  warmth,  ami 
growing  the  young  plants  under  glaVs. 
it  is  quite  easy  to  obtain  strong  plants 
to  plant  out  in  May.  From  such/  a 
good  crop  may  be  obtained  the^same 
season.  Moet  of  them  will  be  (small, 
but  a  large  proportion  would  be  avail- 
able for  consumption.  Kvery  seed  sown 
would  grow  and  produce  potatoes  of  a 
sort.  They  would  probably  be  of  all 
shapes  and  sixes  and  or  many  colors, 
and  probably  no  two  would  be  alike,  but 
if  grown  in  good  soil  and  well  looked 
after,  an  ounce  of  seed  costing  a  shil- 
ling or  two  would  give  a  large  yield  in 
an    emerg?ncy." 

Mayor  Todd  is  also  starting  out  ,to 
stimulate  pig  raising  on  the  southern 
port  of  the  Island.  For  his  reasons,  he 
quotes  Mr.  8.  F.  Kdge,  the  founder  of 
the  famous  Napier  motor  car.  and  now 
the  recognized  leading  expert  in  pig- 
breeding  in  Great  Britain.  Ho  has  a 
herd  of  700  pedigree  pigs  on  his  farm 
at  OitchTIng,  Sussex,  and  his  services 
have  recently  been  comandeered  by  the 
British    Government. 

'The  main  reason  why  we  should  all 
become  pig-breeders,''  Mayor  Todd 
quotes  Mr.  Kdge.  "is  that  it  is  the 
quickest,  simplest,  and  most  economical 
form  of  Increasing  the  nation's  food 
supply.  One  sow  will  supply,  at  a  most 
modest  estimate,  2,000  pounds  of  meat  a 
year.  There  is  not  the  slightest  rea- 
son why  everyone  with  an  acre  of  land 
in  the  rural  districts  should  not  keep  a 
sow  and  so  help  himself  and  the  na- 
tion. Kngland  paid  in  gold  last  vear 
C3C.000.000  for  pigs  In  various  forms. 
I  say  emphatically  that  If  we  take  up 
pig-breeding  properly,  in  seven  years 
we  shall  not  need  to  pay  one  penny 
away  from  the  country;  we  shall  create 
a  great  industry  with  many  ramifica- 
tions, and  we  shall  improve  vastly  the 
agricultural  worth  of  the  soil.  Let  us 
all  put  our  backs  into  it  now  and  start. 
If  you  will,  with  pig-breeding  as  the 
simplest  and  quickest  form  of  food  pro- 
duction."

gatlon  of  cases  applying  for  admit- 
tance to  tiie  nursery.  Children  who 
are  eligible  for  that  splendid  institu- 
tion, tho  orphanage,  are  not  desired  at 
the  day  nursery.  Moreover,  parents  are 
not  allowed  to  place  their  children  In 
the  nursery  for  trivial  reasons  nor  en- 
couraged in  a  disposition  to  shirk  their 
responsibilities. 

Thanks  to  the  generosity  of  tho 
public  of  Victoria,  we  have  been  able 
to  pay  our  way  from  month  to  month, 
and  the  children  have  had  several  nice 
treats  given  them  by  friends  of  the 
Institution.  Christmas  was  a  very 
pleasant  time  for  them;  the  V.B.O.C., 
through  Miss  Bromley-Jubb,  gave  them 
a  tree  and  toyB,  and  many  other  so- 
cieties, as  well  as  individual  friends, 
contributed  to  their  treat.  During  the 
Bummer  the  girl  guides  gave  most 
valuable  help  in  taking  the  children  to 
the   parks. 

The  general  health  has  been  excel- 
lent. In  cases  where  children  In  poor 
health  have  been  admitted,  they  have 
invariably  improved.  Last  month  we 
had  an  outbreak  ot  diphtheric  sore 
throat.  The  majority  of  tho  inmates 
were  ill,  but,  owing  to  prompt  and 
careful  measures,  not  one  case  result- 
ed seriously.  We  have  had  Infants  to 
cam  for  at  different  times  during  the 
year,  and  of  tho  skill,  patience  and 
thoroughness  on  the  part  of  the  staff 
In  this  branch  of  our  work,  too  muoh 
cannot  be  said. 

The  committee  does  not  assume  the 
responsibility  of  clothing  the  children, 
but  In  many  cases  It  has  been  neces- 
sary to  do  so;  and  we  have  a  sewing 
committee  under  Mrs.  Hardy,  senior, 
which  has  worked  most  faithfully  at 
tho  sowing  and  mending  during  tho 
year. 

The  older  girls  are  taught  to  do 
useful  things  In  the  home,  and  all  am 
taught  obedience,  personal  cleanliness 
and  consideration  for  others. 

In  common  with  all  public  Institu- 
tions, we  are  frequently  called  upon 
to  correct  misapprehenalons  aa  to  our 
alms  and  methods  of  carrying  on  the 
work.  Wo  have  recently  been  nd vised 
of  a  report  which  says  that  the  ma- 
tron of  the  day  nursery  receives  a 
salary  of  $100  per  month.  Thla  la  not 
the  ease.  The  matron's  salary  la  S40 
per  month,  and  tho  treasurer's  report 
at  our  annual  mooting  showed  our  re- 
ceipts for  tho  year  to  be  ft.srS.97, 
With  expenditures  of  IS.S4S.1S.

,       Work  for  the  Blind 

A  number^  of  Toronto  ladies  have 
formed  an  association  for  helping  the 
blind  people  of  Canada.  At  present 
their  chief  aim  is  to  distribute  reading 
matter  to  the  libraries  and  to  encourage 
the  making  of  books  in  Braille.  To 
spplement  the  care  given  by  the  Govern- 
ment to  soldiers  blinded  in  battle  Is 
another  of  the  motives  behind  the  for- 
mation of  the  Association,  which,  it  Is 
hoped,  will  before  long  yield  Its  place 
to  a  National  Institute. 

Two  blinded  soldiers,  Lieut.  Baker  and 
Cpl.  Victor,  who  were  trained  at  St. 
Dunstan's,  are  on  the  board  of  advisers. 
Mrs.  W.  A  H.  Kerr  Is  president,  and 
Mrs.  Wilmot  Matthews  secretary,  of  the 
Canadian  Women's  Association  for  the 
Welfare  of  the  Blind,  as  the  organiz- 
ation is  called. 

Among  the  facts  already  gathered 
art  these:  Canada  has  already  more 
than  4,000  blind  people.  To  teach 
these,  there  are  schools  for  the  blind 
at  Brantford  and  Montreal,  the  school 
under  Sir  F.  Fraser  at  Halifax,  and  a 
little  school  with  six  pupils  in  Vancou- 
ver. Besides  these,  there  are  two  fac- 
tories employing  about  fifty  people,  one 
ill  Ottawa  and  the  other  in  Montreal. 
The  Canadian  Free  Library  for  the 
BJind  in  West  Toronto  sends  out  books 
and  music,  carried  free,  to  all  parts  of 
Canada. 

The  alms  of  this  association  deserve 
the  support  of  all.  The  wonderful  work 
in  the  training  of  the  blinded  soldiers 
that  has  gone  on  since  the  early  days 
of  tho  war  at  St.  Dunstan's,  In  London, 
and  the  knowledge  that  among  Canadian 
disabled  soldiers  there  are  blinded  men, 
should  stimulate  Interest  in  those  who 
are  suffering  from  this  great  affliction. 
But  everything  that  the  people  of  a  na- 
tion can  do  for  the  'comfort  and  the 
help  of  the  little  children  and  the  older 
people  who  from  any  cause  whatever 
have  lost  their  sight,  should  be  done 
gladly.  The  making  of  books  for  their 
use  is  one  of  the  most  effective  ways 
of  helping  those  who  have  been  taught 
to  read,  but  good  schools  are  the  first 
essential. 

While  the  men  who  have  gone  to  St 
.Dunstan's,  directed  by  Sir  Arthur  Pear- 
son, himself  a  blind  man,  are  encour- 
aged to  become  self-supporting  as  soon 
as  possible,  and  to  spend  no  time  in 
vain  regrets,  the  ministration  of  wo- 
men nurses  has  been  found  valuable  and 
helpful.  Beside*  attending  to  bandages 
and  other  hospital  work,  the  nurses 
bring  the  men  to  concerts,  theatres,  and 
other  entertainments  that  help  towards

A  Watlonai  Froblem 

A  Calgary  paper  Is  responsible  for 
the  statement  that  there  are  In  the 
Province  of  Alberta  more  than  2,600 
mental  defectives.  How  many  there 
are  In  this  Province  we  do  not  know, 
but  that  the  number  is  by  no  means 
negligible  la  but  too  apparent.  The 
question  of  the  care,  the  protection  and 
the  training  of  this  class  is  one  that 
should  bo  considered  both  by  Provin- 
cial and  Federal  legislation.  A  long 
step  has  been  taken  when,  in  our  cities, 
suitable  schools  have  been  established 
whore  defective  children  can  be  taught 
those  things  which  they  are  able  to 
learn. 

But  defective  children  grow  up. 
Their  oodles  but  not  their  minds,  in  too 


many  cases,  reach  maturity.  They  have 
not  the  knowledge  or  the  Judgment 
needed  either  to  support  or  to  protect 
themselves.  In  many  homes  such  young 
people  are  carefully  shielded  from  dan- 
ger. On  farms  especially  they  can  do 
much  useful  work  and  enjoy  a  certain 
amount  of  happiness.  But  even  there 
the  death  of  parents  and  relatives  often 
leaves  them  in  a  piteous  plight 

The  question,  In  an  age  of  easy  trans- 
portation, is  a  national  one.  It  is  all 
but  Impossible  to  prevent  the  movement 
of  the  feeble-minded 'from  one  Province 
to  another,  and  the  attempt  to  do  so 
would  cause  hardship.  What  then  is  to 
be  done  to  alleviate  the  loss  and  dan- 
ger from  this  source. 

It  should  be  possible  to  establish 
homes  and  schools  where  those  who  will 
always  be  children  can  be  cared  for  and 
can  become,  so  far  as  is  possible,  self- 
supporting.  When  parents  can  contri- 
bute to  the  cost  of  the  maintenance  of 
those  who  cannot  earn  their  own  living, 
they  should  be  allowed  to  do  so,  but,  if 
not,  they  should  obtain  all  that  they 
need  without  cost.  It  is  possible  to 
establish  a  community  where,  by  pa- 
tience, kindness  and  understanding, 
those  who  belong  to  a  very  pitiful  class 
can  be  made  happy  and  useful,  and 
where  they  can  be  protected  from  dan- 
gers they  are  not  fitted  to  combat. 

In  this  matter  our  own  Province  has 
the  advantage  of  a  small  population. 
We  have  scarcely  passed  the  pioneer 
stage,  when  the  best  and  strongest 
make  their  homes  In  a  new  land.  It 
would  have  been  an  easy  matter  a 
quarter  of  a  century  ago  to  shelter  all 
the  feeble-minded  In  the  Province.  It 
is  not  so  easy  today,  and  it  will  grow 
more  difficult  as  the  years  pass  on.    The 

1  problem  is  one  for  the  best  and  wisest 
to  solve,  but  none  of  us  is  so  simple  as 
not  to  realise  in  some  sense  the  respon- 
sibility that  the  presence  among  us  of 
the    feeble-minded    brings.

A  wide  and  painstaking  investigation 
into  health  conditions  in  the  rural  dis- 
tricts of  the  United  States  has  resulted 
in  the  discovery  that  the  average  health 
of  rural  communities  is  far  from  sat- 
isfactory. While  the  health  of  cities 
has  Improved,  in  the  country  it  has 
been  stationary,  where  it  has  not  grown 
worse.  This  is  contrary  to  the  gen- 
erally accepted  view,  but  Dr.  Thomas 
D.  Wood,  the  chairman  of  the  commit- 
tee appointed  by  the  National  Council 
of  Education,  shows  not  only  that  it  Is 
true,  but  why  It  should  be  true. 

In  the  city  sanitary  regulations  are 
strict,  public  opinion  is  strong  and  edu- 
cation on  the  subject  of  hygiene  gen- 
eral. In  the  country  old  prejudices  per- 
sist. People  do  not  believe  that  files 
are  a  menace,  that  cleanliness  in  the 
care  of  milk  is  essential  or  that  water 
must  be  safeguarded  from  contamina- 
tion. There  is  not,  as  a  rule,  as  groat 
a  variety  In  the  choice  of  food,  nor  la 
as  much  pains  taken  In  its  prepara- 
tion. All  these  are  avoidable  evils,  and 
In  enlightened  districts  do  not  exist. 

There  are  others  the  cure  of  whleh  la 
not  so  obvious;  among  these  Is  tho 
carrying  of  water  by  women  from  a 
distance.  The  long  walks  of  children 
through  rain  and  snow  to  schoolbouses, 
not  too  well  warmed  or  ventilated, 
where  they  must  sit  with  wet  feet,  are 
a  fruitful  cause  of  Illness.  Equally  dan- 
gerous Is  the  belief  that  Infectious  dis- 
eases oannot  be  avoided,  and  that,  at 
some  time  every,  child  must  have  them 
all,  from  chicken  pox  to  scarlet  fever 
or  diphtheria.  Tho  committee  recom- 
mends that  the  boat  teachers  shall  bo 
sent  to  the  rural  schools  and  that  they 
shall  receive  the  highest  salaries.  The 
teacher  In  a  rural  school  must  work 
alone,  while  those  In  cities  and  munici- 
palities have  tho  help  and  advice  of 
principles  and  colleagues.  Not  only 
should  schoolbouses  bo  comfortable, 
with  -all  sanitary  arrangements  good, 
but  tho  teacher  should  know  how  to 
prepare  a  good  meal,  and  the  children 
should  receive  a  warm  and  substantial 
dinner.  Parents  could  either  supply  tho 
material  or  it  should  be  paid  far  by  thy 
ratepayers.  The  preparation  of  thin 
meal,  shared  by  tho  older  girla,  would 
afford  opportunity  far  tho  teaching  of 
plain,  wholesome  cookery.  Among  tho 
means  of  raising  the  standard  of  health 
in  plenty  of  play  for  tho  pupils  of  nil 
ages.  Better  care  of  tho  tooth  and  the 
removal  or  euro  Of  adenoids  and  en- 
larged tonsils  are  other  steps  that  sen- 
sation in  hygiene  would  bring  about. 

The  national  value  of  a  healthy  rural 
population  Is  vary  great.  Not  only 
would  production  bo  lasroaesd  If  farm- 
em  and  their  families  were  strong  and 
well,  but  milk,  moat  and  other  prodwoe 
from  the  farms  would  bo  more  whole- 
some. 

Perhaps,  on  tho  whole,  the  farmers 
of  OSfta4r  have  srugrsssoa  further  on 
the  road  to  rural  health  and  weU-betng 
than  have  their  neighbors  In  many  parts 
of  the  tTnlted  States.  Thla  Is  duo,  not 
so  morn  to  the  schools  an  to  tho  for- 
mation of  those  bodies  of  women  uaee-

Wherever 
such  bodies  of  women  are  formed  they 
work  for  social  betterment.  Not  only 
do  they  holy  to  counteract  the  Isola- 
tion so  likely  to  prevent  the  spread  6f 
enlightenment,  and  to  create  desponden- 
cy, but  they  tend  to  mutual  Improve- 
ment. 

If,  In  our  own  Province,  the  tendency 
to  constant  change  among  rural  teach- 
ers could  be  prevented  and  the  forma- 
tion of  Woman's  Institutes  in  small  dis- 
tricts promoted,  there  would  soon  bu 
little  need  to  complain  of  ill-health  In 
tho  freedom  and  pure  sir  of  the  coon- 
try.  When  mothers  and  teachers  work 
together  for  the  good  of  the  children.

The  old  adage  that  youth  will  be 
nerved  received  confirmation  once  more

These  two,  who  were  very  evenly 
matched  In  else,  put  up  an  excellent  ex- 
hlttbton  of  the  mat  game,  with  plenty 
of  action    all    the   time. 

A  bout  with  the  gloves  followed  be- 
tween the  midgets,  George  Jones  and 
Johnny  Fields.  George  was  a  little  too 
big  for  Johnny,  who  tried  hard,  but 
could  not  land  very  frequently,  missing 
a  number  of  genuine  haymakers.  The 
boys  boxed  four  rounds,  the  decision  go- 
ing to  George.

Tbe  first,  annual  report  of  the  Agri- 
cultural Credits'  Commission,  submitted 
to  the  Legislature  on  Friday,  recited 
^the  fact  that  the  Agricultural  Act  for 
1S15  was  brought  into  force  and  the 
commission  was  organised  on  April  26, 
121$.  The  period  therefore  covered  by 
the  report  waa  from  that  date  to  the 
end  of  l»l$.  Under  the  loan  of  one 
million  dollars  negotiated  by  the  Gov- 
ernment, debentures  of  "the  commission 
were  issued,  guaranteed  by  the  Prov- 
ince and  bearing  interest  at  4  ft,  per 
cent  for  a  period  of  22  years.  The 
bonds  were  sold  for  84.72,  netting  the 
commission  $247,200.  The  money  cost 
5.63  per  cent  and  la  being  issued  at  the 
rate  of  6  4   per  cent  per  annum. 

The  revenue  and  expenditure  state- 
ment for  the  period  ending  Drember  21. 
1216,  shows  tho  total  expenditure  of 
$4«,480.81,  selaries  totalled  $$,102.6$; 
travelling  expenses.  $4,084.09;  half 
yearly  interest  on  debentures  to  n<k 
vember  l.  1»16,  $22,500;  accrued  In- 
terest on  debentures  November  and  De- 
cember. 191$,  $7,M0.  Amount  written 
off  discount  on  debentures,  .  94,974.66 ; 
minor  Items  made  up  the  balance.  The 
revenue  fell  short  of  tbe  expenditures 
by  over  $19,000.  The  revenue.  It  must 
be  remembered,  merely  consisted  of 
$M0*  In  appraisal  fees;  117,00*  In  In- 
terest on  deposits  and  $3,800  in  in- 
terest on  debenture  sales.  The  balance 
sheet  showed  $769,296.77  In  the  Bank 
of  Commerce,  and  $72,605.10  aa  ad- 
vances on  mortgages;  In  other  words, 
loans  to  farmers. 

Tho  summary  of  applications  and 
loana  for  the  period  ending  November 
$1,  shows  a  total  of  1,179.  The  total 
amount  of  money  applied  for  waa 
$2,441,295.  Tho  amount  of  loana  grant- 
ad  reached  1623.550.  and  the  value  of 
the  land  appraised  under  these  loans 
and  held  as  security,  is  given  as 
♦2,970,260.

Pte,  Neil  M.  Christie  Is  Victim 
of  Illness  While  Working 
With  'Mechanical  Transport 
in  Tropics, 


Tte.  Nell  Moore  ("Ted")  Christie, 
familiarly  known  as  "Sunns*  Jim"  among 
his  many  friends  In  Victoria,  has  sue- 
cumberi  to  illness  contracted  while  serv- 
ing- with  the  Mechanical  Transport  in 
East  Africa.  He  was  one  of  the  most 
popular  Victorians  to  enlist  In  that 
branch  of  the  service,  and  his  loss  will  t 
be  felt  with  genuine  regret. 

He  left  hero  on  December  25 — Christ- 
mas  Day— 1»15,  with  the  first  draft  of 
the  Imperial  Mechanical  Motor  Trans- 
Port,  and,  after  reaching  England,  he 
was  chosen  by  his  officers  as  one  of 
1SS  out  of  several  thousand  for  the  work 
In  East  Africa,  which  required  not  only 
technical  .skill,  but  courage  and  endur- 
ance. He  was  the  only  Victorian  in  the 
draft  which  left  for  the  tropical  terri- 
tory many  months  ago,  and  he  had  been 
Ul'  for  some  time  before  he  died.  His 
parents,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  D.  Christie,  of 
1441  Gladstone  Avenue,  were  Informed 
last  Sunday  that  he  was  dangerously 
HI,  and  yesterday  they  received  the  news 
of  his  death,  which  occurred  on  Febru- 
ary 26.  It  took  a  full  week  for  the 
tianem  lesion  of  the  cable  from  Africa. 

Pte.  Christie  was  an  only  son,  and 
was  born  in  this  city.  He  received  his 
education  at  the  Central  School.  In 
motorcycle  and  automobile  circles  he 
was  a  particularly  well  known  figure, 
and  he  won  many  prises  In  motorcycle 
races.  He  was  employed  for  six  years 
by  the  Vancouver  Island  Motor  Com- 
pany in  the  repair  shop,  where  he 
gained  the  experience  that  made  him 
a  particularly  valuable  man  for  the 
Mechanical  Transport  service. 

In  one  of  his  last  letters  home  he 
says:  "It  Is  pretty  hot  here  these  days. 
It  wenS  up  to  IIS  degrees  the  other 
day,  which  isn't  bad,  and  at  so  it  seems 
Y  comparatively  cool.  It  will  eeem  like 
being  at  the  North  Pole  when  2  get 
back  to  Victoria.  I  have  not  felt  much 
like  writing  the  last  couple  of  days. 
I  don't  believe  I  would  be  writing  now 
only  I  am  going  up  the  line  tomorrow 
to  put  a  new  rod  bearing  on  a  ear,  and 
one  can  never  tell  when  he  is  liable  to 
get  back.  The  tsetse  files  are  some- 
thing fierce  out  here,  and  it  is  harder 
work  trying  to  get  rid  of  them  than 
doing  the  job  itself.  According  to  your 
letters,  everybody  seems  to  think  this 
in  a  beautiful  country;  well.  It  Is  just 
as  near  hell  as  I  want  to  get." 

It  will  be  recalled  by  motoring  en- 
thusiasts that  Pte.  Christie  helped  to 
mark  the  first  forty  miles  of  the  Island 
Highway  in  1911,  beginning  at  Victoria, 
and  leading,  with  forks  beyond  Nanalmo, 
to  Alberni  at  its  one  terminal,  and 
Campbell  River  at  the  other.

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What  Is  An  Internal  Bath?

Much  has  been  said  and  volumes 
have  been  written  describing  at  length 
the  many  kinds  of  baths  civilised  men 
haa  Indulged  In  from  time  to  time. 
Every  possible  resource  of  the  human 
mind  has  been  brought  Into  play  to 
fashion,  new  methods  <>f  bathing,  but, 
strange  as  it  may  seem,  the  most  im- 
portant as  well  as  the  most  beneficial 
of  all  baths,  the  "Internal  Bath,"  has 
been  given  little  thought.  The  reason 
for  this  Is  probably  due  to  the  fact 
that  few  people  seem  to  realise  the  tre- 
mendous part  that  internal  ba  thing. 
plays  in  the  acquiring  and  maintaining 
of  health. 

If  you  were  to  ask  a  dosen  people  to 
define  an  Internal  bath,  you  would  have 
as  many  different  definitions,  and  the 
probability  la  that  not  one '  of  them 
would  be  correct.  To  avoid  any  miscon- 
ception as  to  what  constitutes  an  in- 
ternal bath,  let  It '  be  said  that  a  hot 
water  enema  is  no  more  an  internal 
bath  than  a  bill  of  fare  is. a  dinner. 

If  It  were  possible  and  agreeable  to 
take  the  great  mass  of  thinking  people 
t«>  witness  an  average  post-mortem, 
the  sights  they  would  see-  and  the 
things  they  would  learn  would  prove  of 
such  lasting  benefit,  and  Impress  them 
so  profoundly,  that  further  argument  in 
favor  of  internal  bathing  would,  be  un- 
necessary to  convince  them.  Unfortun- 
ately, however,  it  is  not  possible  to  do 
this,  profitable  as  -  such  an  experience 
would  doubtless  prove  to  be.  There  is, 
then,  only  one  other  wey  to  get  this 
information  into  tlielr  hands. 'and  that 
is.  by  acquainting  tbem  with'  such 
knowledge  as  will  enable  them  to  appre- 
ciate the  value  of  this  long-sough  t-f or 
health-producing  necessity. 

Few  people  realise  what  a  very  little 
thing  Is  necessary  sometimes  to  im- 
prove their  physical'-  condition.  Also, 
they  have  almost  no  conception  of  how 
little  carelessness,  indifference  or  ne- 
glect can  be  the  fundamental  cause  of 
the  most  virulent  disease.  For  Instance, 
that  universal  disorder  from  which  al- 
most all  humanity.  Is  suffering,  known 
as  '.'constipation,  "autointoxication," 
"■uto-lnfectlon,"  and  a  multitude  of 
other,  terms,  is-  not  only  curable. .  but 
preventable,  through- .  the  consistent 
practice  of   internal   bathing. 

How  many  people  realise  that  nor- 
mal functioning  of'  the  bowels  and  a 
clean  Intestinal  tract  make  it  impos- 
sible to  become  sick?"  "Man  of  today 
is  only  fifty '  per  cent,  efficient. "  Re- 
duced to  simple  English  this  means  that 
most  men  are  trying  to  do  a  man's 
portion  of  work. on  half  a  man's  power. 
This   applies  equally   to  women. 

That  if '  is  'Impossible  to  continue  to 
do ''this  indefinitely  must  be  apparent 
to  all.  Nature  never  intended  the  deli- 
cate human  organism  to  be  operated  on 
a  hundred  per  cent,  overload.  A  ma- 
chine could  not  stand  this  and  not  break 
down,  and  the  body  certainly  cannot  do 
more  than  a  machine.  There  is  entirely 
too  much  unnecessary  and  avoidable 
sickness    in    the    world. 

How  many,  people  can  you  name,  in- 
cluding yourself,  who  are  physically 
vigorous,  healthy  and  strong?  The 
number   is  appallingly,  small.

!  eompllsh     this    end?       Internal     Bathing 
'  will  do  this,  and  it  will  do  it  for  people 
of  all  ages     and     in  ell     conditions  of 
health  and  disease. 

PebpH  don't  seem  to  realise,  strange 
to  say,  how  Important  it  is  to  keep  the 
body  free  from  accumulated  body-waste 
(poisons).  Their  doing  mo  would  pre- 
vent the  absorption  into  the  blood  of 
the  poisonous  excretions  of  tbe  body, 
and  health  would  be  the  inevitable  re- 
sult.

Whet  signifies  the  Battle  of  Couroelette? 

The  correspondents  aaid  something  about  It — a  little 
•—not  much.  They  suggested  a  great  deal  more  than 
they  aaid.  'General  Halg  praised  the  soldiers  who  took' 
part. 

What  was  the  significance  of  Courcelette? 

Tho  Battle  of  Courcelette  was  part  of  a  larger  opera* 
t Ion,  called  the. Battle  of  the  Ancre.  when  Martlnpuich, 
Belmont  Hamcl,  Flers  and  pt her  vtllagea  were  taken 
aa  well  as  Courcelette.  The  Battle  of  the  Ancre,  Itself 
a  big  engagement,  even  In  this  war  of  wars,  was  but  an 
Incident  In  the  Battle  of  the  Homme,  which  has  been 
raging  since  the  preliminary  bombardment  last  June. 
The  Battle  of  the  Somme  again  Is  but  a  "movement," 
an  emphatic  passage  in  a  atruggle  300  mites  long, 
stretching  across  the  face  of  France  from  the  North 
Sea  to  Switzerland. 


Then,  what  signifies  Courcelette? 
Courcelette  i«  »  point  on  the  western  front 


The 


western,  front  Is  the  chiefest  bulwark  of  civilization  at 
the  present  time — a  800-mile  section  of  a  battle  line 
which  encircles  Central  Europe  from  the  Baltic  to  /the 
Mediterranean,  from  Gibraltar  to  Mesopotamia,  and  a 
war  that  envolves,  directly  or  indirectly,  the  whole  wide 
world  entire. 

But  what  of  Courcelette?  Was  there  a  great  victory 
there?  Does  the  campaign  hinge  on  the  results  of  that 
victory?  Was  there  greater  than  usual  bloodshed 
there?  .Were  the  casualties  unusually  heavy?  What 
Is  the  significance  of  Courcelette? 

GOURCBL.ETTK?  Yes,  it  was  a  glorious  victory, 
therg  at  Courcelette,  September  15-16.  That 
victory  fulfilled  its  part  In  the  scheme  of  the 
general  staff,  and  great  results  turn  Hf>onvevery  detail 
in  a  great  campaign.  More  ground  was  gained  on  the 
days  Courcelette  and  Martlnpuich  were  taken  than  in 
any  other  Single  operation  of  the  entire  previoua  period 
of  the  Somme  offensive.  There  were  many  casualties 
in  the  taking  of  Courcelette,  how  many  has  not  been 
officially  disclosed.  But  they  were  comparatively  light, 
it  Is  said,  In  comparison  with  those  of  the  enemy. 

is   this,  then,  all  that  distinguishes   this  battle  of 


Courcelette  from  other  big  battles  In  this,  the  .greatest 
of  all  wars? 

No,  there  is  something  else. 

The  heart  and  aoul  of  all  Canada  lies  "somewhere  In 
France."  And  on  September  15-le  last,  "somewhere  in 
France"  meant  Courcelette.  It  was  there  that  the 
Canadians  were  fighting.  Canada  learned  that  fact  in 
<  tears  and  In  exultation  from  the  casualty  lists.  Not 
till  then,  when  the  names  of  the  killed  and  wounded  on 
the  Somme  front,  September  15,  were  published,  did 
the  Canadian  people  know  that  the  Canadian  troops  had 
been  moved  from  the  Ypres  salient  to  the  Somme.  The 
Battle  of  Courcelette  was  a  Canadian  battle  all  the  way. 
They  won  it.  Many  Canadians  laid  down  their  lives 
there.  It  was  a  Canadian  action,  a  Canadian  achieve- 
ment, a  Canadian  victory,  and  for"  the  people  of  Canada 
Courcelette  became  the  heart-centre  to  the  whole  world- 
cataclysm. 

AND  now  comes  Canada's  first  war  film.  The 
people  of  Canada  will  have  a  record  of  the  Bat- 
tle of  Courcelette,  a  permanent  historic  record. 
At  the  request  of  the  Canadian  Minister  of  Militia  at 
that  time,  General  Sir  Sam  Hughes,  a  moving  picture 


was  taken  of  the  action  by  an  official  cinematograph 
operator  of  the  British  army.  This  film  is  his  bent. 
most  vivid  and  close-up  work  to  date.  You  will  reoog-' 
nice  these  pictures. 

Fighting,  marching,  resting,  charging,  smiling,  dying 
— these  are  your  own,  the  boys  you  aent  to  war,  the 
lads  you  pray  for,  the  lads  you'd  starve  yourself  to  feed  . 
and  maintain  there  on  the  battle  line,  if  need  be,  "some- 
where in  Fiance" — the  very,  flower  of  Canada's  man- 
hood, her  hope  and  her  glory.  This  Is  the  first  moving 
picture — the  Canadians  in  action.  At  St.  Jtilien  there 
were  no  pictures.  Pictures  were  Impossible.  The 
story  of  St.  Jullen  was  told,  and  told  brilliantly.  In 
words.  There  Is  no  such  Eyewitness  story  of  Cource- 
lette. But  the  eye  of  the  wonderful  motion  picture 
camera  saw  It  all.  recorded  It  as  it  was,  preserved  the 
vision  Jmperlshably  on  film. 

THESE,  too,  are  the  pictures  for  which  the  whole 
world  has  waited.  On  that  day  last  September* 
and  in  that  battle — Courcelette,  Martlnpuich, 
Flers,  Belmont  Hamel — first  appeared  a  wonderful  new 
engine  of  war,  the  tank.  Tanks  accompanied  the  Cana- 
dians. This  will  be  the  first  moving  picture  ever  ex- 
hibited in  Canada  showing  these  new  monsters  in  action. 


Great,  armored,  irresistible  snails,  crawling  over  ftl% 
shell-smashed  surface  or  the  earth,  crashing  through, 
obstructions,  bridging  shell  holes  and  trenches,  facing, , 
the  hail  of  machine  gun  and  rifle  bullets,  aptttlng  death 
into  the  German  trenches  and  driving  the  terrified  Ger- 
man soldiers  before  them  In  demoralised  mobs  'IM».

A  writer  for  The  Variety  Magsalne 
notes  that  theatrical  conditions  are  In 
a  state  of  chaos  among  the  smaller 
show  towns,  while  the  larger  cities  have 
never  known  better  business.  He  con- 
tinues: 

"For  some  unknown  reason  the  pa- 
trons who  once  upon  a  time  went  to 
the  theatre  regularly  have  forsaken 
their  favorite  houses  and  have  left  the 
shows  practically  stranded  for  business. 
Towns  that  formerly  were  considered 
big  money  makers  and  sure  stands  are 
now  snowing  no  receipts,  and  shows 
that  are  routed  into  them  look  forward 
to  losing  weeks.  With  few  exceptions 
the  shows  that  have  gone  on  the  road 
this  season  have  returned,  and  each 
one  with  an  enormous  loss  slated 
against   thsm. 

"Yet  In  New  Tork.  Chicago.  Philadel- 
phia and  Boston  the  companies  are 
coining  money,  and.  with  the  except loh 
of  some  productions  that  were  obviously 
failures,  the  business  haa  boon  without 
parallel.  Why  this  season  has  been 
so  successful  la  big  cities  and  so  dis- 
astrous la  the  other  towns  la  a  ques- 
tion that  many  are  trying  to  fathom. 
Several  reasons  have  been  gives,  and 
each  one  sums  to  hit  the  nail  on  the 
head.  The  automobile  has  been  sited 
as  the;  first  cause. 

"People  have  been  making  money  and 
have  boon  spending  it.  but  not  for  the  < ' 
theatre.  An  average  man,  aa  soon  as 
his  pocket  booh  allows  him,  bays  en  au- 
tomobile.

Plenty  of  Room  for  More  Ship- 
yards in  Victoria  .to  Provide 
Tonnage  for  FMure  Lumber 
Export  Trade, 


the  Increaae.  Those  who  were  first  to 
arrive  on  thla  continent  found  it  an 
easy  matter  to  make  large  sums  of 
money  which  soon  placed  them  In  posi- 
tions which  It  would  be  utterly  impos- 
sible for  them  to  occupy  in  their  na- 
tive land.

to   M.2SMS2   feet   of  lumber. 

Twenty-si*  of  those  vessels,  carrying 
20.411,000  feet,  went  to  -  California 
points,  while  two  vessels,  carrying  1.- 
s74,652  feet,  are  en  route  to  foreign 
porta.  However,  It  la  not  alwaya  that 
thia  preponderance  of  trade  goes  to 
Coaat  points. 

In  the  same  period  the  up-river  mills 
■hipped  J.48S.601  feet  of  lumber  In  ves- 
sels, making  a  total  of  26.724,158  feet 
of  lumber  that  left  the  Columbia  river 
in  cargoes  during  the  month  of  Febru- 
ary. In  addition  to  the  lumber,  10.732 
bundles  of  box  ahooks,  1,200  bundles  of 
barrel  staves  and  1.260,000  shingles 
were  shipped  to  California.

Times  great  prominence  was  given  to  a 
story  which  depicted  the  vast  possibili- 
ty for  the  development  of  the  lumber 
trade  on  this  Coast  with  the  Great 
Lakes  immediately  the  Welland  Canal 
1b  completed.  The  building  by  the  Gov- 
ernment of  two  auxiliary  schooners  to 
operate  -between  the  Pacific  and  Atlan- 
tic Coasts  of  Canada  la  believed  to  be 
only  the  beginning  of  a  great  fleet  of 
such  vessels,  which  It  is  hoped  will  be 
built  by  private  enterprise  following 
the  Government's  good  example. 

From    inquiries    made   among   a   num- 
ber of  the  shipping  men  of  the  city  It 
seems  to  be  the  general  opinion  that  not 
nearly    enough    active    Interest    is    dls. 
played   in   the  development  of  the  ship- 
bulldlng    Industry.      The    question      has 
been   asked    time   and   again   as   to   why 
other    shipyards    have    not    been    opened 
up    for    the    building    of    wooden    ships 
when  the  demand  for  them  is  so  appar- 
ent and  the  Government  is  offering  such 
active    Inducements    to    those    who    will 
undertake  the  development  of  the  ship- 
building industry  and  export  trade. 

"The  wooden  ship  is  not  going  out  of 
uae  as   quickly  as    has   been   sometimes 
supposed,"      says      The    Boston    Herald. 
For  certain  purposes,  especially  for  the 
conveyance  of  lumber,  It  Is  preferred  to 
the    metal    ship.      Acocrding      to      ship- 
builders' returns  received  by  the  bureau 
of  navigation  the  wooden  merchant  ves- 
sels of  600  gross  tons  or  more  building 
or  under  contract  to  be  built  In  Ameri- 
can   private    shipyards    on  '  December    1 
numbered    116,   of   1 66.616   gross  tons.   Tt 
Is    very    noticeable    that   New    England's 
share    Is    no    more    than    sixteen    ships, 
having  a  tonnage  of  17,078.  the  most  of 
them  .schooners,     the    only     representa- 
tive*   of    the    square-rlager    belna    two 
barkentlnes  In  course  of  construction  at 
Chelsea.     Another  point  which  deserves 
attention    Is   that   they   are  all   ordinary 
Bulling   vesHels    that   are. coming   out    of 
our    New    England    yards  and    those    of 
the    middle    Atlantic   coast,    whereas   on 
our  other  coasts  the  yards  are  building 
hardly    anything    but    power   ships,     the 
most      of      them     auxiliary      schooners, 
Th«Hc   conmittite   70   per  cent  of  the  to- 
tal   wooden    tonnage   under   construction 
and    contract    In    American    yards.      And 
very    handy   ships   of  all   work   they   are 
for    both    coasting    ami    foreign    trade. 
Such    vessels   as   the   six   flve-mast   aux- 
iliary    schooners,    of    2.600    tons    each 
built    In    one    yard    at    Aberdeen.    Wash 
are    not   to   be    despised,    however   proud 
we    may   be   of   our    great    steel    steam- 
ships.

THREATENS  LNDUSTRY 

President  of  Local  Shipyard 
Says  it  Will  Be  Impossible 
to  Build  Ships  if  Men  Hold 
Out  for  More  Wages. 


Victoria's  shipbuilding  Industry  is  in 
Jeopardy.  This  faet  was  made  appar- 
ent in  a  forceful  manner  yeaterday 
morning  by  Mr.  J.  H.  Price,  president 
of  the  Cameron-Oenoa  Mills  Shipbuild- 
ers, Limited,  when  he  stated  that  the 
employees  had  made  demand*  upon  the 
company  which  meant,  If  acceded  to, 
that  It' would  be  utterly  impossible  to 
construct  the  vessel*  upon  which  East- 
ern capitalists  had  taken  options),  and 
in  connection  with  the  delivery  of 
which  they  were  already  facing  a  sub- 
stantial   loss. 

The  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpen- 
ters and  Joiners  of  America,  Victoria 
Union,  No.  1608,  addressed  the  following 
communication  to  the  Cameron-Genoa 
Mills  Ship  builders  Co.,  Victoria,  RC.: 
"Dear  Sirs,— We  are  instructed  by 
Local  1698,  Ship  Carpenters  and  Caulk- 
ers. Victoria,  to  forward  the  following 
resolution  passed  at  our  regular  meet- 
ing  held   on   February   27: 

'  'Whereas,  within  a  very  short  time 
a  great  Increase  has  taken  place  in  the 
necessities  of  life: 

"  Therefore,  be  it  resolved  that  this 
meeting  of  shipwrights  are  of  the  opin- 
ion that  an  advance  of  the  present 
wages  prevailing  should  be  made  to 
meet    the    Increased    cost    of   living; 

"  'Be  It  therefore  resolved  that  we 
notify  the  various  yarda  that  on  and 
after  March  31st,  1917,  that  the  wages 
of  the  shipwrights  shall  be  as  follows: 
62  cents  per  hour,  8  hours  per  day  6 
daya  per  week,  and  all  holidays  and 
overtime   to    be   paid   double    time.' 

"The    executive    is    instructed    to    for- 
ward an  agreement  to  meet  this  change 
of  conditions.

"represents  value  of  something^  over 
$500,000  and  the  pay  roll  averages  $23.- 
000  every  month.  All  this  money  Is 
going  out  and  there  will  not  be  r  cent 
coming  In  until  the  first  vessel  Is  de- 
livered to  her  owners,  and  when  this 
event  takes  place  the  builders  will  fln<l 
themselves  more  than  $  18,000  ahort  on 
the  transaction. 

"In  addition  to  the  many  thousands  of 
dollars  which  have  been  Invested  in 
the  plant,  there  Is  the  question  of  the 
materials  which  have  to  be  paid  for  and 
carried  along  until  the  ships  are  com- 
pleted, in  addition  to  the  heavy  monthly 
payroll.  and  this  is  all  an  absolute  dead 
weight  upon  the  shoulders  of  the  pro- 
moters   of    this    Industry. 

So' for  8- Hour  Day 
"Incidentally,  I  may  remark  that  the 
men  here  are  now  getting  more  money 
than  Is  being  paid  in  the  United  States 
and,  if  necessary,  evidence  can  quickly 
be  produoed  to  prove  it.  The  caulker's 
here  went  on  strike  early  in  January.

"The  labor  expenditure  on  these 
boats  Is  $11,000  more  than  we  had  fig- 
ured it  could  possibly  be-under  the  very 
worst  conditions,  and  it'ls  actually  now- 
more  than  $18,000  more  than  our  labor 
account  In  connection  with  the  bulMIng 
«>f  the  City  of  Portland.  You  can  there- 
fore see  what  kind  of  a  proposition  we 
ire   up  against  here. 

"Whereas  the  Cameron-Genoa  Mills 
Shipbuilders,  Limited,  have  given  East- 
ern buyers  options  on  these  boats  it  Is 
now  impossible  to  deliver  boats  at  the 
prices  quoted. 

"One  of  the  men  came  to  me  and  told 
me  that  It  was  the  worst  thing  that 
«?ver  happened  to  Victoria  when  the 
Cameron-Oenoa  Mills  shipyard  started 
up  here,  the  reason  given  being  that 
laborers  were  given  a  chance  to  learn 
the  trades  and  would  therefore  do  men 
who  already  had  trades  an  Injustice  by 
creating  opposition." 

This  last  charge  against  the  concern 
which  has  shown  such  enterprise  and 
has  been  the  means  of  benefiting  the 
community  at  large  to  a  very  consider- 
able extent  was  answered  by  the  ex- 
planation that  It  is  a  well-known  fact 
that  the  war  has  brought  about  a 
change  in  the  occupations  of  thousands 
of  men  who  were  thrown  out  of  em-

Industry  Begun  There  Only  a 
Year  Ago  Now  Assumes 
Considerable  Proportions — 
Build  Steel  Ships, 


POItTUANDi  Ore..  March  8.— Several 
steel  freighters  of  9,000  tona  deadwejg-ht 
capacity  will  he  built  by  Portland  plants 
for    the    Cunard    atcamshlp    line. 

J.  R.  Bowlca,  president  of  the  North- 
we»t  Steel  Company,  who  haa  been  In  the 
East  the  paat  three  weeka  conducting 
negotiations  for  the  vessels,  left  New 
York  Thursday  night  and  waa  at  Cleve- 
land yeaterday,  from  where  he  telegraphed 
an    followa: 

"I  am  unable  to  say  yet  how  many 
boata  for  the  Cunard  line  will  be  built  by 
Portland  plants,  but  there  will  be  several 
of    8,000    tons    capacity." 

The  contracts  here  will  be  divided  be- 
tween the  Xorthweat  Hteel  Company  and 
the  Columbia  River  Shipbuilding  Corpora- 
tion, with  probabilities  that  increased 
raciutlea  will  be  provided.

On  Ssturdsy  morning,  when  I  visited 
the  spider  in  his  den  and  rang  the  bell 
at  the  door,  I  was  received  by  a  for- 
eign-looking young  man,  who 'took  my 
card,  glanosd  st  It  snd  then  st  me  In 
smaxement,  handed  it  to  a  young  wo- 
man, and  then  hurried  swiftly  out  of 
the  room.  A  few  minutes  later  he  had 
seised  his  hat  and  coat  and  vanished. 
He  did  not  appear  sgsln  st  No.  SO  Re- 
sent Street  thst  day.  On  Sunday  I 
made  some  inquiries  sbout  him,  and 
yesterday  morning  I  had  sufficient  facts 
tp  prove  thst  he  was  an  alien  enemy 
actually  employed  by  Rawson  In  "treat- 
ing" for  our  soldiera  st  the  front!

Before  Rawson  sees 
the  letters  in  the  morning  they  are  all 
opened  in  the  room  upstairs,  where  a 
lady  with  a  German  name,  recently 
changed  for  an  English  one.  Is  also  en* 
gaged. 

Thus  you  have  the  amaaing  situation 
of  Eugene  de  Weress  and  Miss  — , 
who  professes  to  understand  very  little 
English  dally  dealing  with  letters  from 
officers  and  men  at  the  front  asking  for 
advice  and  treatment  on  private  and 
"confidential"   matters! 

Not  only  this — but  Eugene  de  Weress 
lias  been  "treating"  regularly  for  sol- 
diers in  our  battle  line..  Last  week  this 
alien  enemy  was  booked  up  for  the 
treatment  of  three  officers  and  two  pri- 
vate* who  are  now  fighting  on  the 
Ho  mine!

Mrs.  Nellie  Storrle  was 
her  name,  and  this  Is  the  name  I  men- 
tioned to  Rawson  in  my  Interview  with 
him  on  Saturday.  At  this  interview  he 
denied  that  any  patient  for  cancer  treat- 
ment under  him  had  died  during  the 
past  two  years.  He  has  a  short  mem- 
ory, for  Mrs.  Storrle  died  less  than 
two   months   ago. 

This  Is  the  tale  of  the  last  two  years 
of   her   life: 

Mrs.  Storrle  was  the  wife  of  sn  ac- 
countant In  the  well-known  firm  of 
Messrs.  John  Darling  sV  Co.,  grain  mer- 
chants, of  Adelaide.  She  lived  with 
her  husband  at  the  coast  town  of  Glen- 
elg,  South  Australia.  Mr.  Storrle  met 
with  a  tragic  desth  by  drowning  during 
his  holidays  at  the  seaside  a  few  years 
ago.  The  shock  of  his  death  upset  his 
wlfe'a  health — for  a  long  time  she  had 
never  been  really  well — and  she  came 
to  England  for  a  complete  change  of 
air  and  scene  In  the  early  Spring  of 
1914.  Her  throat  troubled  her  a  good 
deal,  and  her  English  cousins,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  John  Atkins,  of  Bayawater,  strong- 
ly urged  her  to  see  a  specialist. 

She  accordingly  consulted  Mr.  W. 
Stuart  Low,  the  rlstlngutahed  laryn- 
gologist,  of  Harley  Street.  He  examined 
her  throat  and  discovered  primary 
symptoms  of  cancer.  Fortunately,  the 
disease  was  in  its  very  early  stage; 
swift  treatment  would,  he  thought,  ar- 
rest it.  He  advised  an  immediate  opera- 
tion, and  this  was  performed  success- 
fully by  blm  within  a  fortnight  of  Mrs. 
Storrle's  arrival  in  England.  The  usual 
precautionary  treatment  followed— cau- 
terisation, spraying,  and  very  careful 
disinfecting  .and  diet.  This  was  done 
regularly,  and  the  patient's  progress 
was  normal  and  satisfactory.  there 
was  no  sign  of  a  return  of  the  growth, 
and  Mrs.  Storrle  persevered  with  the 
treatment.  It  waa  necessarily  painful 
and  irritating,  but  under  it  the  patient 
grew  stronger  and  better. 
mawson's  "Tout" 
Mrs.  Storrle  was  staying  at  this  time 
at  the  Strathcona  Hotel,  and  here,  to 
her  everlasting  undoing,  she  had  the 
misfortune  to  meet  one  of  Rawson's 
female  "touts,"  who  told  her  wonderful 
tales  of  the  alleged  cures  which  had 
been  effected  at  the  Regent  Street 
Prayer   Works. 

Mrs.  Storrle  paid  one  or  two  visits  to 
No.  90  Regent  Street,  and  was  so  com- 
pletely taken  in  by  Rawson's  glibness 
that  she  decided  to  give  up  her  period- 
ical visits  to  Harley  Street  and  to  place 
heraelf  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the 
miracle-worker.  Forthwith  she  aban- 
doned all  the  precautionary  treatment 
which  was  so  necessary  and  so  vital  to 
her  welfare.  She  threw  all  her  medi- 
cines away  and  committed  herself  com- 
pletely to  Rawson.  Upon  his  assurance 
she  agreed  to  pay  him  three  guineas  a 
week;  she  signed  the  forms,  waa  cooed 
over  by  Rawaon'a  soft-voiced  vestals, 
and  became  one  of  the  elect.

England — a    Mrs.    M ,    who    lives    at 

Putney — she  told  the  whole  story  of  her 
■disastrous  adventure  In  the  Regent 
Street  menage.  "Mr.  Rawson'*  treat- 
ment doesn't  seem  to.  be  having  much 
effect,  really,"  she  saJcL-  "No  doubt  it 
is  my  fault;  I  have  not  properly  fol- 
lowed his  directions — I  have  not  been 
thinking  rightly!" 

She  made  a  great  effort  to  improve 
her  "thinking."  She  left  •  her  friends 
and  went  to  live  alone  at  the  Inverness 
Court  Hotel  In  Bayawater.  The  man- 
ageress of  the  hotel.  Miss  Scott,  ob- 
serving how  weak  and  thin  she  was 
growing,  did  everything  in  her  power 
to  help  her.'  But  by  this  time  things 
had  gone   too  far. 

One  day  in  November  last,  which* 
marted  about  the  eighteenth  month  of 
Rawson's  treatment,  she  collapsed.  Dr. 
Mennell,  of  Hyde  Park  Terrace,  was 
sent  for.  He  came  and  ordered  Mrs. 
Storrle's  Immediate  removal  to  a  nurs- 
ing home.  Still  under  the  delusion  that 
she  could  not  be  111.  she  walked  from 
her  door  to  the  ambulance  and  from 
the  ambulance  Into  the  nursing  home. 
That  was  on  Friday,  November  10.  8he 
lay  In  the  home  in  pain  through  the 
Saturday;    on   Sunday  she   was  dead.

As  a  rule  Rawaon  Is  shel- 
tered behind  his  sombre  cloak  of  char- 
latanry; he  knows  very  wsll  thst  he 
Is' safe.  Many  of  his  victims  go  to  him 
in  secret  an<J  absorb  his  treatment  se- 
cretly, concealing  the  fact  from  their 
dearest    friends. 

And  when  the  treatment  falls,  as  it  Is 
certain  to  fall  tn  cases  where  medlcsl 
treatment  Is  imperative,  and  the  friends 
of  Mis  victim  discover  the  identity  of 
the  specialist  who  has  been  called  In, 
everything  Is  done  to  keep  the  matter 
unlet  It  needs  more  then  ordinary 
courage,  when  the  grim,  fact  Is  dis- 
closed, for  friends  to  corns  forward  snd 
admit  the  victim's  folly.  Quacks  snd 
ceujurers  of  the  Rawson  type  know 
tbjs,  aad  so  are  able  to  carry  on  their 
aodocltlrs. 

Rawson  boasts  In  large  type  snd  elo- 
quent Bow  of  language  of  his  miraculous 
i  earer  raves.  I  heard  him  describe  the 
other  dsy  a  particularly  bad  case  or 
virulent  cancer— the  cms  ot  a  lady  ho 
is  now  "working  on,"  which  Is  so  ag- 
onising that  h«  has  to  "treat"  for  the 
doctors  so  well  aa  the  patient. 

"I  have  cured  soores  of  oases,"  he 
said,  "but  I  hovs  never  had  one  quite 
so  bad  aa  this."  Then  he  began  to 
"tr*at ':  ho  assumed  his  familiar  trance 
expression,  his  eyes  glased,  sad.  aa  he 
bahhted  his  nonsensical  phrases  or  "de- 
nh»L"  he  seemed  to  be  gsata*  far  sway. 
.Whs*  was  la  fete  vMoaf 


For  a  week  or  two  she  seemed  to  get 
better;  her  faith  In  Rawson  was  abso- 
lute, snd,  as  everybody  knows,  faith 
can  (very  nearly)  work  miracles.  But 
present  the  old  troubles  of  choking 
snd  coughing  fits  came  back,  snd 
swiftly  the  cancerous  growth  spresd. 
Poor  Mrs.  Storrle  became  worse  snd 
worse.  To  her  friends  her  perilous  state 
was  obvious  enough,  but  to  herself,  de- 
luded by  the  claptrap  of  Rawson,  every- 
thing appeared  roseate.  She  imagined 
herself  free  from  all  pain  snd  trouble. 
But  the  time  csme  when  she  could  not 
swallow  her  food  snd  when  getting  up- 
stairs wss  a  terrible  effort.  She  fsded 
away  to  a  mere  wraith,  and,  after  six 
months  of  "treatment"  from  Rawson. 
all  her  friends  were  shocked  at  her  ap- 
pearance. 


"She  was  not  much  over  fifty.'"  said 
her  cousin  to  me  last  night,  "but  she 
looked  nearer  eighty.  Tet  she  Imagined 
that  she  was  on  the  high  road  to  per- 
fect health.  She  waa  so  thin  that  a 
pall  of  wind  might  have  blown  her 
over.  Tet,  when  she  came  to  see  as 
she  would  pull  back  ths  sleeve  of  feer 
dress  and  say.  as  she  disclosed  her 
fragile  wrist:  'Look,  my  dears,  how 
plump  my  arm  Is  growiagr  The  srm 
which  she  imagined  was  so  stamp  and 
round  was  nothing  but  shin  snd  bene!" 

Mrs.  Storrle  went  to  Haslemer*  for 
snot  her  change.  When  ah*  returned  to 
London  she  was  thinner  and  more  bro- 
•ver.    To  bar  closes'  friend  in 


Rawson  withdrawing  the  "treatment." 
Rawson  replied  in  s  brief,'  type-written 
document:    "I  am  taking  up  your  ease!" 

Mrs.  Storrle's  friend  wrote  again,  at 
her  dictation,  ordering  Rawson  to  stop 
his  ineffectual  prayers,  and  to  this 
Rawson  replied  tn  a  rambling  letter 
(also  type- written),  which   began: 

"I  am  very  grieved  Mrs.  Storrle  has 
decided  to  give  up  my  treatment.  I 
had  reduced  my  fees,  as  she  was  not 
able  to  pay  them.   .    . 

This  letter  arrived  on  November  1 3, 
the  day  sfter  Mrs.  Storrle  had  died.  It 
was  followed  by  a  copy  of  Rawson's 
magsslne.  "Active  Service."  and  this 
was  sent  on  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Atkins, 
Mrs.  Storrle's  executors.  They  sent  It 
back  to  him  with  this  note  endowed: 

"Sir, — As  Mrs.  Storrle  died  a  few 
dsys  sgo  from  a  long,  lingering  and 
painful  Illness,  It  Is  not  necessary  for 
you  to  continue  your  ministrations  or 
your   communications.** 

Rawson  wrote  no  more,  either  to 
Mrs.  Storrle  or  to  her  friends.  On  her* 
deathbed  she  was  worrying  about  her 
obligations  to  the  man,  and,  stating 
that  ahe  owed  htm  mon*^  for  his  treat- 
ment, requested  that  the  bill  should  be 
paid  out  of  her  estate.  Rawson  has  Sot 
sent  in  his  second  demand  for  that  yet. 
fehSdM  ho  do  so,  the  executors  of  the 
late  Mrs.  Tile  are  quite  prepared  to 
most  the  obligation,  bat  not  exactly  m 
the  ssnnner  liawson  mmj  expect.— boa- 
don  naily  Mall.

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It  is  wl|h  pleasure  that  your  Directors  bet;  to  present  for  your  consideration  their 
Sixth  Annual  Report,  aa  well  aa  the  statement  of  assets  and  liabilities  and  revenue 
account  far  th*  year  ended  Decern ber  II,  1914,  as  certified  by  th*  Company's  auditors. 

At  th*  beginning  of  th*  year  It  wa*  not  anticipated  that  the  Company  would  make 
any  large  gains  over  the  previous  year,  in  fact,  it  wa*  thought  that,  owing  to  the 
continuation  of  the  war  and  the  general  depression  In  business  and  financial  matters,  the 
Company  would  do  very  well  Indeed  if  it  could  even  hold  it*  own,  without  making  its 
usual  annual  progress. 

However,  your  Directors  have  evefy  reason  to  believe  that  the  results  for  tha 
year,  aa  indicated  In  the  financial  statement,  will  meet  with  the  approval  of  and  be 
appreciated  by  th*  shareholders.  ) 

Considering  the  decrease  In  th*  volume  of  general  business  and  the  inactivity  In 
building  operations  throughout  the  country  In.  1914,  th*  gross  amount  of  Insurance, 
191499449.  written  by  the  Company  during  the  year  waa  most  encouraging.  The 
premiums  thereon  amounted  to  1269.739.82.  These  amount*  are  slightly  less  than  those 
of  the  previous  year,  but  they  are.  nevertheless,  considered  satisfactory. 

Re-Insurance  premiums'  in  1914  were  |99,400.29.  The  gross  amount  of  insurance  in 
force  at  December  91,  1916,  waa  191,904.449,  and  the  premiums  on  the  same  were 
1445.995.72.  Re-Insurance  ln  force  at  the  close  of  the  year  wa*  19.404,937.  the  premiums 
amounting  to  9U3.S5B.12.  Therefore,  the  net  amount  of  Insurance  In  force  at  December 
31    1919.  was  133.199,311.  and  the  premiums  thereon  were  |339,570.40. 


Taking  the  year  a*  a  whole,  and  covering  th*  entire  Dominion,  our  fire  companion 
experienced  a  greater  loss  ratio  than  usual.  Thia,  It  may  be  said,  Is  the  usual  experience 
with  fire  companies  in  time*  of  depression  and  disturbed  business  conditions.      This 


Company's  loss  ratio  for  the  year  was  47.11  per  cent,  an  Increase  of  19.59  per  cent  over 
that  of  1916. 

With  respect  to  the  Company's  investments  It  will  be  observed  that  they  are 
comprised  largely  of  mortgages  on  real  estate,  the  amount  at  December  31  being 
ti.444,364.17.  It  la  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  while  it  was  necessary  to 
foreclose  on  certain  properties  during  the  year,  which  waa  common  to  ail  companies 
loot  year,  the  payment  of  Interest  and  principal  on  our  mortgage  loan*  was  very 
satisfactory.  Tour  Directors  do  not  anticipate  any  losses  on  the  properties  taken  over 
during  the  year.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  quarter  Interest  held  by  this  Company  In  the 
bead  office  premises  has  been  fully  paid  up.  The  stock*  and  debentures  held  and  owned 
by  the  Company  yield  a  satisfactory  rate  of  interest. 

Substantial  cash  reserves  were  maintained,  as  has  been   the  usual  policy  of  th*  w 
Company. 

The  reserve  for  unearned  premiums  amounted  to  41 39,837.28,  being  slightly  less  than 
at  the  end  of  the  prevlouf  year,  and  was  due  to  the  decrease  in  the  volume  of  business 
written  In  1914.  Re-Insurance  premiums  held  as  reserve  on  deposit  stood  at  practically 
the  same  amount  as  ln  1915. 

.  Proflt»  '">>>>  mortgages,  stocks,  and  other  sources  amounted  to  1144,143.01.  or  about 
110,000  increase  for  the  year.  Net  premiums,  after  deducting  cancellations,  rebates 
and  re-lnsurance.  amounted  to  1175,134.44,  showing  a  small  decrease  from  1916  figures. 

..  A  F^'ifr  ot  Importance,  and  one  deserving  of  special  mention,  is  the  reduction  of 
about  119,000  ln  the  aggregate  egpenses  for  the  year,  the  expense  ratio  In  the  Under- 
writing department  having  reached  the  low  figure  of  33.90  per  cent.  The  net  losses  for 
the  year  were  1117,571.07,  or  an  Increase  of  about  934,000.  Considering  the  experience 
of  ether  fire  companies  last  year,  this  is  anything  but  an  unfavorable  showing.

It  la  nut  expected  there  will  be  large  Increases  ln 
business  In  1917  or,  in  fact,  until  the  war  I*  over  and  we  again  experience  more  prosperous 
times  and  a  return  of  building  activity  and  general  expansion.

The  Idea  has  been  and  Is  primarily  to  maintain  aa  strona  a  financial  position  as 
poealbl*,  havlnsT  due  regard  for  the  Interest,  of  the  shareholders,  and  while  It  would 
have  bee*  gratifying  on  th*  part  of  the  directors  to  be  able  to  report  a  large  volume 
of  new  aad  areBtabl*  business  for  the  year,  they  feel  that  their  attltade  and  policy  In 
conserving  the  financial  strength  of  the  Company  in  these  strenuous  times  will  be  duly 
appreciated    by    th*   shareholders.

Moratoria  and  War  Relief  Acts  In  the  Western  provinces,  the  payment- of  principal  *hd 
Interest  was  generally  satisfactory.  This  was  particularly  true  of  th*  farm  loans, 
where  the  borrowers  In  many  instances  were  not  only  prompt  in  their  payments  but 
made  substantial  cash  payments  In  advance  of  the  amounts  then  owing.  This  wa*  due 
largely  to  the  splendid  crops  harvested  In  the  West  during  the  last  two  years. 

In  the  administration  of  new  estates  during  1914  a  considerable  sum  waa  advanced 
to  clients,  as  shown  by  the  increase  In  this  Item  ln  the  financial  statement.  A*  waa 
general  with  financial  corporations,  this  Company  was  obliged  to  take  over  certain 
properties  last  year,  but  it  is  not  expected,  owing  to  our  margin  of  security,  that  aay 
loss  will  result  therefrom.

Substantial  eaah  reserves 
were  maintained  throughout  the  entire  year.  While  no  epeotal  effort  was  made  to  Increase 
the  paid-up  capital,  yet  soma  943.9*0.00  was  paid  in  during  1914,  the  amount  paid  ap  at 
December  31.  1914.  being  9964,444.13. 

Th*  net  profits  for  the  year,  after  providing  for  all  expenses.  Intereat  aad  ether 
charges,  amounted  to  997,9*T.9f.  This  sum.  combined  with  that  brought  forward  from 
proflt  and  loss  for  the  previous  year,  now  amounts  to  944,447.33.  Tear  Directors  have 
duly  considered  the  matter  of  a  dividend  for  the  year,  but  decided  to  leave  this  quesUon 
to  bedealt  with  by  the  shareholders  at  the  annual  meeting.

WINNIPEG,  March  3.— Wheat  closed 
3 '/so  higher  for  May,  3%c  up  for  July, 
and  3%c  better  for  October.  Oats  gained 
l%c  In  May  and  l%c  in  July.  Barley 
was  up  2c.  Flax  gained  l'ic  to  3%c. 
Today's  was  the  strongest  market  of 
the  year  so  far,  and  one  of  the  atroim- 
eat  of  the  season.  Wheat  advanced 
steadily  from  the  opening,  not  In  Jumps 
and  with  very  little  reaction.  There 
was  more  trade  and  less  changing  of  the 
quotations  than  usual.  Tbe  breadth  and 
tone  ot  the  trade  was  similar  to  that  of 
the  market  last  year  at  the  opening  of 
navigation.  Commission  houses  were 
good  buyers,  representatives  of  Amer- 
ican firms  bought  all  day  and  the  local 
traders  swung  from  the  bear  side.  There 
were  spreading  orders  to.  fill  from  the 
south  for  the  first  time  in  months.  The 
cash  demand  for  wheat  was  very  good 
for  the  central  grades,  with  premiums 
Vic  better.  The  lower  grades  were  not 
so  well  taken.  Oats  was  in  very  good 
demand,  with  strong  premiums.  Ex- 
porters and  shippers,  were  good  buyers 
In  both  grains.

ANOTHER  PftNE-ER  GONE 

Mr.  Donajd  MoXutyre,  Who  Came  to  Pro- 
vince la  Barly  Sixties,  Passes  Away 
at  Vermoa  at  Blpe  Age

British  Columbia  In  the  person  of  Mr. 
Donald  Molntyre.  at  the  advanced  age 
of  91  years.  He  was  among  the  last 
of  that  rapidly  thinning  band  of  sturdy 
pioneers  who  penetrated  the  wilderness 
of  the  interior  of  thlg  Province  long 
before  settlement  had  commenced  and 
none  of  that  splendid  company  of 
adventurous  spirits  to  whom  this  coun- 
try owes  so  much  was  more  worthy  of 
honor  than  he. 

Born  in  Scotland,  he  came  to  this 
country  as  a  young  man,  and  It  was  In 
the  early  sixties  that  he  first  entered 
the  Okanagan.  He  was  then  among 
minora  who  prospected  Rook  Creek  in 
tbe  early  days  and  he  made  his  Arat 
trip  to  Monashee,  where  he  spent  many 
years  of  his  after  life,  by  way  of  Ket- 
tle River.  He  then  discovered  a  rich 
lead  which  he  sought  for  unsuccess- 
fully many  times  In  later  years  and 
Anally  grave  up  the  search*  being  con- 
vinced that  a  landslide  had  changed 
the  face  of  the  country. 

He  afterwards  took  part  In  the  Cari- 
boo gold  rush  and  later  on  engaged  in 
ranching  in  the  Chillootln  district.  He 
sold  out  hi. i  Interests  there  about  36 
years  ago.  and  came  to  Monashee  where 
he  worked  for  many  years  developing 
a  mine  on  which  he  and  his  associate* 
at  one  time  put  up  a  stamp  mill.  The 
present  wagon  road  to  Manashee  was 
built  partly  to  give  access  to  this  prop- 
erty. He  sold  his  Interest  there  some 
years  ago,  aa  well  ns  a  ranch  which 
he  held  and  afterwhrds  lived  on  a  pre- 
emption at  Richlands.  He  had  reached 
the  advanced  age  of  91  years  when  his 
end  came  last  Monday. 

Mr.  Mclntyre  waa  a  splendid  type  of 
the  pioneer  miner,  and  his  sterling 
character  would  have  graced  any  posi- 
tion. He  was  the  soul  of  honor,  truth- 
ful, courteous  and  generous.  To  know 
him  was  to  admire  him,  and  his  long 
career  afforded  an  inspiring  example  of 
a  noble  life  unstained  and  unblemished 
by  Ignoble  vices  or  mean  faults.

officers  of  the  Government  are  busy 
whipping*  the  various  measures  Into 
shape. 

The  predictions  that  the  Government 
will.  In  the  event  of  the  prohibition 
referendum  being  defeated,  harken  to 
the  request  of  t.ie  prohibitionists  and 
submit  a  measure  at  this  session 
enacting  a  total  prohibition  for  the 
balance  of  the  war,  rn*y  be  true,  but 
■o  far  the  Government  will  make  no 
statement  thereon.  Asked  as  to  the 
intentions  of  the  Government,  Premier 
Brewster  stated  that  the  matter  will 
not  be  dealt  with  until  the  result  of 
the  count  now  proceeding  in  England 
is  definitely  known.  If  that  count 
shows  that  prohibition  has  carried 
there  will  be  no  necessity  for  the  Gov- 
ernment to  take  any  action.  In  case 
It  does  not,  then  it  will  be  time 
enough  to  deal  with  any  representa- 
tions which  the  prohibitionists  or  other 
interested  parties  may  make.  Of  the 
present  opinion  of  the  Government 
concerning  the  propriety  or  otherwise 
of  enacting  a  prohibitory  measure  for 
the  balance  of  the  war  the  Premier 
had   nothing  to  say. 

What  action  the  Government  may 
take,  in  case  the  referendum  should 
carry  will,  presumably,  be  discussed 
in  Liberal  caucus.     It  is  no  secret  that

The  bill  under  which  the  Royal 
Commission  named  to  inquire  Into  the 
alleged  frauds  at  the  Vancouver  by- 
election  In  February,  1916,  will  operate 
is  now  being  drafted  by  Mr.  Douglas 
Armour,  K.C.,  of  Vancouver,  who  has 
been  retained  as  counsel  for  the  Com- 
mission. The  exact  scope  of  the  In- 
quiry, which  Premier  Brewster  says 
will  be  as  wide  as  it  is  possible  to 
make  it,  will  be  defined  by  this  mea- 
sure, but  it  will  be  two  weeks  at  least 
before  the  bill  will  be  presented  to  the 
Legislature. 

Abolition  of  Patronage 

It  was  expected  that  the  Civil  Ser- 
vice Bill,  by  which  the  inside  and  out- 
side service  of  the  Government  will  be 
covered,  would  be  one  of  the  first  bills 
presented,  but  so  far  there  is  nothing 
but  the  draft  bill  prepared  "by  Profes-

Of  which  will  bo  the  provision  for  su- 
perannuation of  employees  long;  in  the 
service  of  the  Government.  The  bill 
will  Include  the  Inside  and  outside  ser- 
vices, the  latter  to  include  Govern-

considered  other  than  casual  labor. 

The  Elections  Act  will  be.  it  is  stat- 
ed, an  entirely  new  measure,  with  spe- 
cial attention  being  paid  to  the  elim- 
ination of  any  possibility  of  the  per- 
petration of  frauds  at  elections,  and, 
perhaps,  provisions  curtailing  the  out- 
lays for  election  purposes  of  party 
funds  by  either  the  parties  as  or- 
ganisations or  by  Individual  candidates. 
The  needed  amendments  to  meet  the 
new  situation  occasioned  by  the  advent 
of  the  women's  vote  will  bo  made  by 
the  new  measure,  which.  It  is  expected, 
will  also  provide  for  the  early  en- 
franchisement of  tao  women  who,  un- 
less some  such  step  is  taken,  will  not 
be  able  to  be  placed  upon  tbe  voter's 
list  before  the  end  of  June.  The  Suf- 
frage Referendum  Bill  provided  tftst 
If  the  referendum  carried,  the  women 
could  be  enfranchised  by  March  1.  but. 
owing  to  the  delay  In  tbe  count,  this 
could  not  bo  done.  As,  however,  there 
is  no  doubt  as  to  tbe  overwhelming; 
majority  for  the  referendum,  the  early 
enfranchisement  of  the  women  ca:i  be 
safely  made.   . 

menslag-  Land  Volley 

A  complete  revision  of  the  land  pel- 
Icy  of  the  Province  hitherto  in  forco 
Is  promised  in  the  new  Land  Bill, 
which  will  probably  prove  to  be  the 
most  important  measure  before  the 
House.  It  will  provide  for  the  creation 
of  a  land  board  and  will  seek  to  en- 
courage a  greater  degree  of  commun- 
ity settlement  by  the  dlrectins  of  set- 
tlement Into  the  more  accessible  sec- 
tions and  curtailing  settlement  of  re- 
mote areas  to  open  up  which  large 
outlays  by  the  Province  for  transpor- 
tation  facilities   would   be   necessary. 

There  will  be.  too,  a  change  In  the 
system  of  road  supervision.  The  old 
method  of  appointing  road  superintend- 
ents for  various  districts  will  be 
eliminated.  The  Province  will  be  di- 
vided into  a  number  of  districts,  over 
each  of  which  will  be  placed  a  quali- 
fied civil  engineer  who  will  have  under 
his   direction   road*  foremen. 

The  debate  on  the  address  in  reply 
to  the  speech  from  the  throne  will  be 
continued  tomorrow  afternoon,  when 
Mr.  David.  Whiteside  (New  Westmin- 
ster), who  moved  the  adjournment  of 
the  debate,   will   be  the  speaker.

EFFECT  ON  FINANCES 

Entrance    of    TJnited     States    Into    War 
Would    Cbanre    Borrowing    Condi- 
tions for  XntsnU 

LONDON,  March  3.— -The  entrance  of 
the  United  States  Into  the  war  would 
have  a  marked  effect  on  the  finances  of 
the  Entente  nations,  according  to  an 
American   banker. 

"It  is  necessary  to  remember,"  this 
financier  said,  "that  apart  from  the 
United  States*  own  military  necessities 
we  will  shortly  have  to  find  $6,000,000, 
partly  for  treasury  purposes  and  part- 
ly In  connection  with  the  Panama  bonda 
Britain  certainly  will  continue  to  obtain 
any  money  required  against  a  deposit  of 
collateral.  The  effect  of  America's  en- 
trance Into  the  war  would  be  a  sudden 
decrease  in  American  balances  In  Lon- 
don, which  have  heavily  Increased  just 
recently. 

"But  a  declaration  of  war  by  the 
United  States  would  end  the  possibility 
of  other  countries  raising  loans  in  Am- 
erica. Italy  recently  sought  a  loan  in 
New  York,  and  actually  received  a 
small  amount,  but  It  is  impossible  for 
her  to  Increase  that  now.  Owing  to  her 
condition.  It  is  unlikely  that  France  will 
attempt  to  raise  another  loan  at  pre- 
sent, while  so  far  as  Russia  is  con- 
cerned. American  interests  are  little  af- 
fected."
